W a sh in g to n, December 30th.—Senator 
Cullom will introduce an amendm ent to 
his postal telegraph bill im mediately after 
the reassembling of Congress, changing the 
rates named in the original bill, more es­ 
pecially for the transmission of press m at­ 
ter. W hile he believes Congress ought to 
prescribe rates for the use of Government 
wires, instead of leaving it to the discretion 
of officials, yet the rates named in his bill 
were designed merely as a suggestion to 
the committee which should have the bill 
in charge. 
W ith subsequent study, and 
with information that has come to him 
from many sources, he has reached the 
conclusion that there cnght be no differ­ 
ence upon Government lines between serv­ 
ice of like character rendered to evening 
papers and that to morning papers. He says 
he appreciates that the weight of reason 
which leads companies to charge more 
for day than night service, namely—the 
fact that the wires are in greater demand 
for commercial messages at comparatively 
higher rates during the hours from lu in 
the morning till 2 or 3 in the afternoon, 
but he believes that such reasons should 
not operate as regards Government lines, 
and that the Government should have no 
preferred pattons as to rates for like classes 
of business, or us to order of transmission. 
The rates to be named in his amendm ent 
are based upon a unit of 100 words, or a 
a fraction thereof, and are as follows : For 
500 miles or less, 25 cents; between 500 
and 1,000 miles, 30 cents; between 
1,000 
and 1.500 miles, 35 cents; between 
1,500 
and 2,000 miles, JO cents; between 2,000 
and 3,000 miles, 45 cents; and for more 
than 3,000 miles, 50 cents. 
. W hen more than one copy of the same 
dispatch is to be sent to different newspa­ 
pers at the same or different offices, the 
I’ostmaster-General is to prescribe the rates 
for drop copies. 


G O IN G B A C K W A R D . 


A il In d ia n a C o m m u n ity C laim s th e K ig lit 
to R e n o u n c e S ta te A u th o rity . 
Lo u is v il l e, December 30th.—The peo­ 
ple of the town of Clarksville, Ind., which 
is situated between Jeffersonville and New 
Albany, on the Ohio river, are in a great 
state of agitation from various causes. One 
is the seizure of their streets by the rail­ 
roads, the State and other parties. They 
mean to protest vigorously. A movement 
is now on foot to organize ami hold an 
election, and send delegates to the National 
Congress and demand admission as a Ter­ 
ritory or District, under the old Virginia 
charter, which they hold is still in force. 
Clarksville, next to Vincennes, is the old­ 
est town in Indiana. 
In October, 1785, 
Virginia caused a town to be surveyed on 
the north bank of the Falls of the Ohio, 
described as being situated in the country 
of Illinois. 
This was to be laid off" in a 
reservation of 150,000 acres granted to 
General Roger Clark and his men and offi­ 
cers who marched with him to reduce the 
British posts at Kaskasia and Vincennes. 
The fee simple, together with the govern­ 
m ent of the town, was vested in ten 
Trustees. On March 1, 1784, Thomas Jef­ 
ferson, A rthur Lee, James Monroe and 
Samuel Hardy, in behalf of Virginia, exe­ 
cuted a deed transferring to the United 
States all the title of Virginia to the north­ 
west territory, but expressly excepting the 
rights of settlers under the grant to General 
Clark, known as the Illinois grant. 
It is 
maintained that the claim will have u 
strong showing before the Supreme Court. 


PU S H IN G T H IN G S. 


T h o C h a rg e s A g a in st G ould a n d S age to 
B o P ro s e c u te d . 
W a sh in g ton, December 30th.—District 
Attorney Martine to-day filed the follow­ 
ing memorandum in the matter of the 
charges made 
against Jay Gould and 
Russell Sage bv the bondholders of the 
Kansas Pacific Railroad ; 
“ This is an application to present to the 
Grand Jury the c harge of Lawrence against 
Jay Gould and Russell Sage, under Section 
54 of the Penal Code. 
In my opinion, the 
acts of commission with which the de­ 
fendants stand charged constitute a crime. 
A possible obstacle to the successful prose­ 
cution of the persons complained of is the 
statute of limitations, yet there are strong 
reasons for believing that this obstacle is 
not insurmountable. 
The statute under 
which it is sought to prosecute may be so 
construed as to enable the people to proceed 
notwithstanding the statute of limitations, 
and such construction would have much 
support in reason and common sense. The 
question is so close, and the interests in­ 
volved here, as well of the people as of the 
defendants, are so im portant that it seems 
proper to leave the determination of this 
question of law to the Courts. ’

the whole system from Elizabetbport, N. 
J., to W illiamsport, Pa. The order does 
not include passenger train service and 
signal-tower men, 
street-crossing 
men, 
flagmen and track-walkers. It is left to 
the discretion of the local assemblies as to 
whether switchmen will be allowed to 
work or not. 
A BACK-DOWN. 
The question of a miners’ strike is post­ 
poned until January 1st, but the senti­ 
ments of the miner delegates were in]/avor 
of a strike. The delegates were angry this 
morning that the steamer Elizabeth, with 
150 men to take the place of the strikers, 
had arrived. 
THE ORDER IGNORED. 
R ea d in g, December 30:h. —The latest 
advices lrom points on the Reading system 
are to the effect that the men are refusing 
to obey the order of the convention of 
employes to strike. 
EVERYTHING RUNNING AT POTTSVILLE. 
P ottsvillk (Pa.). December 30th.—The 
order to the Reading employes to strike has 
not been ODeyed here. The shifting crews 
in the Reading Company's yard all went to 
work, while at Palo Alto everything pro­ 
ceeded as usual. At Tamaqua, the center 
of operations of the M ahanoy and Little 
Schuylkill branches, everything is in mo­ 
tion, and there is absolutely no change in 
the situation there.

At Port Richmond alone 
are the effects of the strike still s en. Sev­ 
eral hundred coal-freighters who struck 
yesterday did not turn up yesterday, and 
very little work was done there. The offi­ 
cials, however, declared they always re­ 
duced the force in winter, and they had 
more applications than places. 
LOSING POWER. 
The Knigh'.s of Labor are in a most dis­ 
organized state. They have received so 
m any conflicting orders that they obey or 
disobey, as they see lit. The power of the 
leaders in this city seems to be gone. The 
action of Local Assembly No. 10,235 com­ 
posed of employes in the passenger service, 
in disbanding their Assembly, which was 
done last night, rather than obey an antici­ 
pated order to strike, is a most serious blow 
to the Knights of Labor organization as a 
whole. It has few left here, and the men 
are thoroughly cowed. Many have refused 
to strike, and prefer to defy their organiza­ 
tion rather than their employers.

IM P O R T A N T R IL IN G .

W a sh in g to n, December 30th.—A ques­ 
tion of great importance to manufacturers 
and producers oil the Pacific coast was de­ 
cided to-day by the Secretary of the Navy. 
California and Oregon manufacturers are 
hereafter to be admitted into fair competi­ 
tion with Eastern bidders in supplying 
goods for use by the navy on the Pacific 
coast. The question was submitted to the 
Secretary by Representative Morrow in a 
statem ent showing the ability of San Fran­ 
cisco merchants and m anufacturers to fur­ 
nish certain goods of the best quality and 
at reasonable prices desired by shiDS-of- 
war fitting out at Mare Island Navy Yard. 
The present negotiations require delivery 
and inspection in New Y’ork for nearly ail 
supplies, which of course gives a very de­ 
cided advantage to Eastern raanulacturers 
and producers in furnishing goods, even 
when required on the Pacific coast. Mr. 
Morrow called the attention of the Secretary 
to the fact that California producers are 
able to supply the French army in Tonuuin 
with canned goods, and that they were now 
furnishing foreign tnen-of-war which visit 
our ports with many of their supplies, but 
under the present regulations they were 
not admitted into fair competition for sup­ 
plying our own vessels in Pacific waters. 
The Secretary adm itted the justice of 
this complaiut, and at once made the fol­ 
lowing order, addressed to the Paymaster- 
General of the Navy : “ For goods required 
by us for use in the Pacific, delivery might 
be required to be made at Mare Isiand 
Navy-yard, thus favoring the local market, 
which is proper. This is the correct rule 
where there is a supply and fair competi­ 
tion would be had at the point where the 
goods are needed.”

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CHRISTMAS IN MEXICO. 


SINGULAR FEST1TITTFS, CONTIN­ 
UING NINE DAYS. 


The Journey of Mary and Joseph 
Into Bethlehem , and Birth of 
the Christ Child. 


[Special correspondence of the Recop.d-Usion.] 
C it y o f .Me x ic o, Iteceuiljcr 1!*, 1887. 
In Montezuma's country the celebration 
of Christmastide begins on the 10th of 
December and ends with the 25th. Nine 
consecutive nights are given up to social 
reunions of a semi-religious character, in­ 
eluding dancing and late suppers; on the 
last one (Christmas eve) everybody attends 
midnight mass, and afterwards feels in 
duty bound to visit nine diñe rent churches 
and spend a few mimitis in prayer at each. 
Therefore until daybreak on the 20th the 
streets are filled with people, and so it 
happens that when revelers and worship­ 
ers have retired to their homes to seek 
needed rest, Christmas itself is the most 
quiet and uninteresting of all days in the 
Mexican year. 
But there is religion and romance, fun 
and festivity enough in the nine preced­ 
ing days, or rather in the nights, to amply 
atone for a dull Christmas. This year 
those queer yuletide doings termed “ the 
Posadas” are unusually animated, and in 
every patrician casa and parvenu jacal are 
joyful family reunions, while invitations 
to informal balls are so many deep per 
diem that one cannot attend them all. 
THE POSADAS 
Are not of Spanish origin, as generally 
supposed, although instituted centuries 
ago by Spanish priests for the instruction 
of the Mexican Indians. The Fathers 
aforesaid found the darkened minds of 
the conquered Aztecs, fresh from their gro­ 
tesque idol-worship, unable to grasp the 
Christian idea unless it was presented in 
some tangible, spectacular form ; and this 
accounts for many of the remarkable 
mummeries which crept into Homan 
Catholicism in Mexican churches. For 
many years, however, the church has not 
particularly encouraged this antique mode 
of celebrating the birth of Christ—hilt 
still the posada* are kept up, principally 
now in private houses, as a harmless 
amusement for servants and children, 
much as the old-time fiction of Santa 
Claus is perpetuated in the United States. 
The fetes are designed to represent the 
Virgin Mary and her spouse, Joseph, on 
their journey from Nazareth to IJethlehem, 
whither they went just before Christ was 
born, in accordance with the decree of 
Caesar Augustus that all should come out 
of Galilee to be inscribed for taxation. 
From the proudest Castilian dame down 
to the humblest Indian mother, every 
woman in this broad land provides to the 
utmost of her ability for the nine festal 
nights preceding the anniversary of our 
Savior’s advent; and during that time the 
distinctions of caste arc comparatively 
obliterated, and peons and aristocrats min­ 
gle in a manner truly patriarchal. 
An accurate description of the posadas 
is impossible, for to thoroughly appreciate 
them one must be an inmate of a native 
casa, in this summer country, where fruits 
and flowers are flourishing at their best in 
the halmv air of December, and moreover 
must be on terms of friendly sympathy 
with these passionate yet superficial, these 
dreamy, poetical and altogether charming 
people. I have witnessed the fete in the 
houses of the rich and the hovels of the 
poor, and though when set down in cold 
type they seem like silly child’s plav and 
superstitious mummery, I assure you that 
the actual scenic effect, combined with the 
spirit of the season and the loving earn­ 
estness of the participants, makes the per­ 
formance one by no means to he despised. 
Let me give you a prosaic 
OUTLINE OF TIIE riC'TURE— 
The glamour of romance and the halo of 
religious sentiment you most till in for 
yourself. 
The hacienda mansion wherein I wit­ 
nessed my first posada contained so many 
rooms that to have visited them all in one 
day would have been a wearisome task. 
During this sacred season, when children 
and grandchildren, relatives even to re­ 
mote cousins, and friends and neighbors, 
were assembled, there were probably not 
less than 400 people, including the serv­ 
ants, lodged within the rambling, moss- 
grown walls; and yet there was no ap- 
pearence of crowding or confusion. By 
the way, one of the most true and real­ 
istic descriptions of Mexican hacienda life 
may he found in “ Komona,” that incompar­ 
able hook hy the late Helen Hunt Jack­ 
son, in her picture of .Señora Moreno’s 
abode. 
In the casa of which I speak a brancard, 
or portab'e wooden platform, hail been pre­ 
pared with moss, pasteboard and green 
boughs, to represent the mountainous road 
to Bethlehem; and on this mimic roadway 
was placed a figure of the Virgin, seated 
on a donkey, while Joseph walked hy her 
side with staff and scrip in hand, and an 
angel with outspread wings glided before 
them. The images, borrowed from the 
village sadctuary, were appropriately 
dressed for the occasion, and in the little 
wooden donkey I recognized an old ac- 
quaintanee, having seen him several times 
on Palm Sundays, figuring in Christ’s ‘‘tri­ 
umphal procession.” 
THE BRA.VCARI), 
W ith its by no means light load, was borne 
aloft on the shoulders of six Maids of 
Honor, all dressed in white, with long 
white veils and crowns of lilies. These 
“ Attendants of the Virgin,” as they are 
called, were accompanied hy six tórch- 
bearers, followed by musicians, who played 
a spirited accompaniment to the litany. 
1 hen came the heads of the family—par­ 
ents and grandparents, next the guests and 
children,and lastly theservants—a lengthy 
procession, you may 1k> sure, each person 
carrying a lighted candle. 
In this order we traversed the corridors 
aud principal apartments of the great casa, 
the line of march having been previously 
marked out hy arches and decorations of 
green branches, all chanting a litany to 
the \ irgin, the responses (orapro nobis) be­ 
ing made hy the children. 11 Pilgrims,” 
we called ourselves, and as we passed from 
f()om to room, several hundred voices sing­ 
ing in unison with varying accent, Span­ 
ish, Aztec, French, German and English, 
the chant swelling in sonorous notes or 
dying away in dirge-like strains, faintly 
echoed by the tail of the procession from 
far-awav corridors, or ringing in the lofty 
vaunted ceilings, the torches now flashing, 
now wavering and growing dim, the efiect 
was fantastic in the extreme. 
W hen the Pilgrims have nine times 
completed the appointed circuit, they halt 
at the door of a room which is sup[>osed to 
represent the residence of a Bethlehemite 
family, and he who jiersonates Joseph 
raps loudly with his staff and craves shel­ 
ter for the night. To play that role suc­ 
cessfully, the gentleman must be blessed 
with a good tenor voice, the jietition lieing 
m Spanish verse, set to appropriate ruus¡¿ 
Hie Bethlehemites from within res¡>ond in 
chorus 
; We cannot admit vou ; ye are 
stram-ers to us ; go to the inn.”' 
Put the posada (inn) is full,” urges Jo­ 
seph. the tenor. “I pray you to at least grant 
shelter to mi esposa (my wife), for the night 
is dark and cold ; she has jourueved far 
and is uneasy.” 
The dwellers in Bethlehem remain ol>- 
durste; whereupon Joseph, in an impress­ 
ive recitative, lx'wails the indignities to 
which 
THE BLESSED MARY 
Is subjected, and hitterlv laments that she 
who is to become the mother of the W»-- 
expected Messiah is even denied shelter 
from the storm. Then the Bethelemitei 
cautiously open the door a little wav, and 
peering out, appear to listen. Thev grow 
interested, and some one steps forth and 
asks, in song, “ Who is this ‘Mary* of 
whom ye speak?” 
“That immaculate virgin whom God 
hath honored above all women: that Marv 
mentioned by the prophets who predicted 
* A T irgin shall bear a son, who shall he 
called Emanuel, and this Messiah will 
make atonement for us. He will be ac­ 
cepted as a sacrifice for our sins,” ’ chants 
Joseph in reply. 


Then the Bethlehemites throw wide 
their doors and invite the Holy Family 
and all the Pilgrims to enter, themselves 
carrying the virgin in their arms, and fer­ 
vently congratulating one another, while 
the plaintive music gives way to loud 
hosannahs. 
The religious part of the parades being 
now concluded, rockets are set off from the 
patio, or inner court-yard, to signal “ the 
attack upon the olla”—a sport which con­ 
stitutes the greatest attraction for the 
boys of the party. 
THE OLLA 
Is a big earthern jar, or vase, covered with 
tinsel aud tissue naper, and bedecked wiih 
flowers and ribbons, filled to the brim 
with bon-bons and other “ goodies.” It is 
suspended hy a cord from some arch or 
balcony, and he who succeeds in mashin 
it while blindfolded, thus liberating the 
sweets it contains, is the favored knight of 
the evening. Each boy, in turn, is se­ 
curely blindfolded, led some paces away 
from the olla, and twirled rapidly around 
several times, in order to confuse his 
“ hump of locality,” after which a long 
stick is placed in his hands. 
The aspirant, being always confident that 
he can accomplish the feat at one blow, ad­ 
vances boldly ; and when he fancies him­ 
self in front of the olla, proceeds to give a 
lusty whack—generally at empty air, or 
against some column or abutment, which 
makes his fingers tingle with pain and his 
cheeks flush with mortification; while the 
big jar, with its cargo of goodies still hangs 
high and dry, perhaps as far as possible 
from the point at which he is aiming. 
Each aspirant is allowed three separate 
attempts; and meanwhile, the other young- 
steis dance around like little demons, en­ 
deavoring to confuse and mislead him hy 
jeers and laughter, traitorously yelling, 
“ Charge to the left, Bonito !” “ Strike 
to the right, mi amigo.” “ A iittie this 
way, jiobracito,” etc., etc. 
At last some fortunate urchin, by the 
merest chance, gives the vase a blow which 
shivers it to atoms, and the dulces fly about 
in every direction. Then a general scram­ 
ble ensues; hut it is jxirfeetly understood 
that the contents of the olla are for the 
servants and their families, and not a boy 
tastes one of them, hut merely tries to se­ 
cure as many as he can for his special at­ 
tendant or some favorite servitor. 
Soon as the candies are disposed of all 
leave the patio and repair to the dining­ 
room, where supper is spread, and every­ 
body finds at his plate some souvenir of 
the season in gifts and confectionery. Time

Elwooil Cooper, the Leading Olive 
Grower o f California, Discusses 
this Subject Intelligently. 


RECUERDOS DEL POSADAS ” 
Were very costly, consisting of jewels aud 
articles in gold and silver, hut of later 
years, since the proudest grandees arc no 
more rich as in the old days, the souvenirs, 
or “ recuerdos,” are mostly flowers, bon- 
boneres and other inexpensive trifles. After 
supper and the distribution of gifts, the 
musicians are summoned to the sala to 
play danzas and waltzes till the wee su m 1 
hours of the morning. 
Not until the ninth night, Christmas 
eve, is the climax of the festival reached 
in what is known as the Nacimiento, com­ 
memorative of the actual birth of Christ. 
A young lady who has been selected to he 
“ Madrina,” or god-mother to the holy in­ 
fant, receives a written invitation, of which 
I give you a translation verbatim : “Sen- 
orita querida m ia: The Messiah will visit f 
our jioor earth to-night in the form of an ' 
infant. Knowing vou to be virtuous, gen­ 
erous and large-hearted, we ask you to re­ 
ceive this Child-Jesus in your arms and 
carry him to the humble stable in Beth­ 
lehem, where his mother, the Virgin 
Mary, and his foster father, St. Joseph, 
await him.” 
At 10 o’clock on Christmas eve, the pro­ 
cession is formed as before, with the ex­ 
ception that instead of the brancard borne 
by maids of honor, several little children, 
as avant couriers, precede the Madrina, 
who ltears in her arms a wax image of the 
Child-Jesus—in reality a wax doll dressed 
in infant’s clothes. After making the 
usual circuit nine times, singing as they 
go, the procession at length emerges 
ON THE ROAD TO BETHLEHEM, 
Where all pause and chant the beautiful 
Litany to the Virgin, the children re­ 
sponding Madre Santissima, ora pro nobis. 
This road to Bethlehem, the wayside ham­ 
lets, the stable, etc., are all carefully ar­ 
ranged in the large room which before 
served as the abode of the Bethlehemite 
family. 
The most perfect one I have seen had

At the recent meeting of the State I ior- 
ticultural Society, recently held at Santa 
Rosa, Elwood Cooper, President of the 
State Board, read an essay upon the culti­ 
vation of the olive, and also led a discus­ 
sion upon the subject, which was one of 
the most interesting features of the annual 
meeting. The essayist said : 
Those wishing to embark in olive grow­ 
ing I refer to liiv essay read before the 
Fruit-Growers’ Convention held at Sacra­ 
mento, November, 1885, published in the 
biennial report, pages 827 to 331 inclusive, 
and which can bo had free on application 
to I!. M. Belong, Secretary State Board of 
Horticulture, at the office, 220 Sutter 
street, San Francisco. 
Concerning propagation, I recommended 
planting 20 feet distant each wav. 1 still 
conform to this plan, hut I have found it 
necessary, after about 15 years’ growth, to 
remove every other diagonal row. This 
will give the trees a distance of 28 J feet. 
The closer planting will pay to do this. 
To wha* I paid on disease I would add 
that the only trouble we have had thus far 
is the black scale. The remedy 1 have 
adopted will he found on page 315 cf the 
report. On the subject of olive culture 
generally, 1 refer to pages 18 and 417 to 
424, inclusive, 517 to 534, inclusive. 
The Mission olive, the ene L have pro­ 
pagated, is a rapid grower, well adapted to 
our climate ; will grow in almost any 
kind of soil if well drained. 
The tree is easily shaped. The berries 
make good oil; the fact is, I defy the 
world to excel mine. The quantity of oil 
that I have made from one acre exceeds 
the statistics given in the various tables. 
The variety called Pieholine, which is be­ 
ing grown in various parts of the State, I 
know nothing about. 
It is only after a 
test is made that its merits can be known 
fully. 
I would recommend to all those who 
now begin the business to get a few trees 
of as many varieties as possible, so as to 
determine in the near future what will he 
the most profitable to plant. The olive 
will thrive and do well in almost every 
part of California, and while there may be 
fruits that will yield better incomes, no 
tree offers so much and so certain as a per­ 
manent investment. Oil-making cannot 
lie overdone. The demand lor good olive 
oil at good prices must increase more 
rapidly than the production. But those 
who embark in the business must remem­ 
ber that no trees require greater care to in­ 
sure profits, and, as to oil-making, a fine 
grade can only result from knowledge and 
extreme care. 
In olive-growing we are independent of 
high-priced labor, the pickiug being done 
in the winter time after all other fruits are 
gathered. We are, comparatively speak­ 
ing, independent of the freight question, 
as the value is great in small hulk. The 
fruit is not perishable. 
1 have growing on my place olive trees 
in the black adobe, in deep bottom land, in 
sandy land made from the wash of the 
mountains, in stony hillsides and adobe 
hillsides, and in table-land, where the sub­ 
soil is probably twenty feet deep, dark 
clay, and so far as I have known there is 
no difference in the bearing of these trees 
or the oil made. At the same time I do 
not recommend planting any kind of trees 
where there is a deep clay suli-soil, for it 
is doubtful if all trees will do so well in 
such soil. 
YIELD OF THE OLIVE. 
The only test that I ever made in regard 
to the quantities borne by an orchard (that 
is, taking all the trees,)showed 122pounds 
of olives per tree throughout the orchard 
—large trees and small trees seven years 
I old from the cutting—122 pounds of olives 
' from trees seven years frurn the cutting. 
The best results in making oil has been 
10.55 pounds in one large bottle of oil. 
The poorest result was 12} pounds. I could 
not say whether it was caused by the dif­ 
ferent vears or by less care in drying. We

number of insects mentioned in the 
French books, hut I have never seen them 
in California to my knowledge. 
Mr. Woolsey—We have an olive tree in 
our garden, and a very lieautiful one, and 
I found that it was bored thoroughly with 
the twig-boring beetle. I never found 
them so thick in the pear as 1 have in the 
olive. 
Mr. Cooper—That was probably the 
oak-borer, and likely the surrounding oaks 
were burnt off and they had been driven 
down into the olive tree. 
Mr. Tompkins—Do you thin out the 
head of the olive treee at all to let the 
sun in? 
Mr. Cooper—It is not necessary in Cali­ 
fornia. The olive tree is a very rapid 
grower, and in pruning you have to do 
exactly the opposite. The theory of lop­ 
ping off the perpendicular branches, as ad­ 
vocated in the French books by all the 
authors, so as to allow the lower limbs to 
bend out and give sunlight to the interior 
of the tree, is not needed in California. 
These limbs would all overhear so that 
they would break off: and while the tree 
is rapidly growing, the outside branches, 
as soon as they would get full of fruit, 
would bend out and touch the ground if 
you didn’t prop them up. There is no 
necessity of inside pruning in a small tree. 
The tree overbears iti some years. 
SIZE OF CUTTINGS, ETC. 
We plant cuttings about 14 inches long, 
from 1 inch in diameter up to 2} inches. 
We also make cuttings j to 1 inch. These 
cuttings we plant in the field where the 
tree is to grow permanently. We plant 
diagonally; that is, the top to the north, 
t.i keep the sunlight, as much as possible, 
from cracking open the limb that is ex­ 
posed. 
We put the cuttings about 10 
inches deep at the foot. We saw the cut­ 
tings off with a sharp saw, so as not to in­ 
jure them. Some have painted or waxed 
the top, which is a very good plan, though 
I never did. We take the cutting off as 
soon as we have picked the fruit. 
Transplanting of small trees has not 
been very successful, probably from want 
of care. The trees 1 plant out from grow­ 
ing in the nursery are as thick around as a 
chair-leg—say an inch in diameter—aud 
some of them are 10 feet high. The olive 
tree that 1 am going to move in the spring 
I trim oil like a cane font- feet high, fea\- 
ing nothing hut a stalk, and those that 
have a good root are sure to grow. 
1 plant in the nursery say six or eight 
inches apart, and the rows five or six feet 
apart—so 1 can work them with a horse. 
In the nursery we work them every week 
or two. They require the same care as to 
grow any vegetable. 
1 never irrigated. I recommend, how­ 
ever, in planting cuttings out on high land, 
that they had better he watered twice dur­ 
ing the season, and the water can lie car­ 
ried in a wagon. I would give them 
about twenty gallons. Generally, when 1 
have watered cuttings, 1 give about ten 
gallons at a time to each cutting, and water 
them twice. Captain Grosso says he has 
not watered his, but they are all rooted 
plants. 
A Delegate—Is a cutting an inch in 
diameter more desirable than one a quar­ 
ter of an inch ? 
Mr. Cooper—Yes, sir; nurserymen will 
prefer an inch to any other size—an inch 
to an inch and a quarter or an inch and a 
half.A Delegate—What percentage die of 
yours ? 
Mr. Cooper—I planted out an orchard 
last winter of over twenty acres, and 1 
think there are not twenty that are not 
growing nicely—that is, cuttings set in 
right from the tree. 
A Delegate—Did you water them before 
they started ? 
Mr. Cooper—We watered about the time 
the ground needed it, without paying any 
attention to the growth. Some of them 
had started and some of them had not. I 
had cuttings planted out in March that are 
four feet high. 
A Delegate-—You advise rooting in per­ 
manent rows rather than putting in nursery 
rows ? 
Mr. Cooper-—No, sir; I do not advise it. 
It is more convenient for me to do it. 1 
plant some in the field and some in the 
nursery : and where they failed to grow in 
the field I substituted trees the following 
year. It is a very good thing to plant in 
the field after you have the ground care­ 
fully prepared. Plant the cuttings out in 
the permanent place, and plant a number 
in the nursery, taking good care of them, 
to make trees to plant where the others 
fail, and then you have an orchard that is 
pretty nearly the same size.

ABOUT pr u n in g . 
Pruning the olive is commenced the 
second or third year. In planting a cut­ 
ting it is better not to disturb any limbs or 
branches that grow, because cutting when 
the tree is young interferes with the roots, 
and you will understand that if you cut ! 
away the limbs, destroy the leaves,' you are 
destroying the breathing apparatus of the 
tree, destroying the root. An untrimmed 
olive tree, when small and commencing to 
root, will grow four times as fast without 
pruning as if you prune it. The more top 
it has the faster it will grow. It feeds 
very largely from the leaves, from moist­ 
ure. After the second year, though, you 
want to prune. Those that cultivate the 
limb up to 5} or C feet must, of course, 
pinch off all the branches that are making 
wood rapidly, so as to force the strength 
into one main trunk, and where lateral 
limbs branch out, pinch them off at the 
end and stop the growth in that limb. 
But all small branches should be left alone 
as much as possible until the tree gets 
eight or ten feet high, and then commence 
cutting them until you get up to 5} or fi 
feet. Those who want to prune low, can 
start out from four to five and six inches 
from the ground, aud from fonr or five 
trees instead of one. I am not in favor of 
low pruning of the olive trees in the coast 
counties. Me have no fear of sunlight 
burning the hark, and in ten years you can

get twice as much tree with high pruning 
as you can with low pruning. It grows up 
to a bush more than a tree, and the shoots 
vie with each other to get to the sunlight, 
while if you pinch thorn up to four or five 
feet you can form a much better tree. 
CRUSHING TIIE BERRIES. 
The crushing process is described in the 
biennial reix>rt. I have adopted for the 
last two years the same method that is 
used in Europe pretty generally, except 
that I have cast-iron roilers that travel 
around in the trough instead of stones, 
connected by a horse and a shaft inside, 
with cog wheels on to turn it around, and 
we put the dried olives in this trough, 
four or five sacks at a time, and these roll­ 
ers pass around one after the other—there 
two rollers in the same trough—until 
it is in a condition and looks as much like 
blackberry jam as anything else 1 can 
describe. 
Then we take it I rom that 
trough in that state and put it into cloths, ¡ w¡(le are the , , 
and we double them over and put slats of. 
wood in between each cheese so as to 
make aqueducts for the oil to run out.! 
We pile them up live or six, or eight or 
ten, one on top of the other, and put them 
into the press and run the oil into a tub. 
from those tubs it is run into the tanks 
and there it has to settle about four 
months. The oil, being lighter, rises to 
the top and we draw it off from the top. 
N ou cannot crush lbe pulp proj>erly 
without crushing the seed. I had some 
seeds sent to a competent chemist, one 
who is connected with the largest estab­ 
lishment in Philadelphia, and who is also 
a friend of mine, to test. He found noth­ 
ing in the seed that could do any possible 
injury to the oil. Iu the olives that I 
have, there is not one seed in fifty or a 
hundred probably, that has any kernel; 
the kernel is supjiosed to be mostly Prus­ 
sic acid, and if much of that got iuto the 
oil, would injure it.

Use o f W ire N etting. 
The use of wire is daily increasing and 
especially in confining poultry. The best 
of galvanized and strong salvaged net can 
now he procured for one cent or less per 
square foot at retail and in any width. 
Those who use the most are slowly coming 
to believe that mils from one to two feet 
in every way. Netting 
three, four or more feet wide is not only- 
unwieldy in handling, hut it gets out of 
shape badly while l>eing attached to the 
¡tost and alter it is in place. If rolls one 
foot wide are use they are put on quickly 
anil without trouble, and can he placed 
three or four high, as necessary. With 
ducks and much other jioultry twoor three 
one foot width are enough while for 
young birds a single width one foot or one 
and a half feet wide will he sufficient to 
confine them until they are well grown. 
In such cases it is folly to have a three, 
four or five foot pen out in the weather. 
5V here narrow net is used and gaps appear 
between the widths, a willow switch two- 
feet long will hold them together finely 
and can be woven in (lengthwise of the 
edges) with no trouble. The narrow width 
(especially 12-inch) can be removed and 
replaced in one-half the time needed for 
the wider sort, and in the process the sav­ 
ing of temper will also be noticeable.

The following letter, written hy Neal 
Dow, and published in The Voice, is sub­ 
mitted by a subscriber of the R e c o rd - 
U n ió n, with request that it be published 
for the benefit of our Prohibition readers: 
Eds. I'oii-r: The Tribune of October IStb, 
in an article against Prohibition, says, 
“Prohibition has not succeeded in Maine.” 
It will not he denied, 1 think, that the 
people of Maine know what the results of 
Prohibition have been, and upon that 
point they may be said to be nearly or 
quite unanimous. 
From the first year of its existence in 
Maine the Republican party here has al­ 
ways [iut the approval of the policy of 
Prohibition and its support and defense 
prominently into its platform. The Con­ 
vention of 1855, at which the party was 
formed, resolved: “That the existence and 
execution of the Maine temperance law 
is a vital clement in the organization and 
life of the Republican party in this State, 
and is one of the chief safe-guards of the 
lives, reputation, property and homes of 
our people.” 
From that day the Republican party in 
Maiue has not failed, at its annual State 
conventions, to reaffirm its faith in the 
wisdom of the policy of Prohibition and 
its unwavering devotion to it. I have 
some of these deliverances before me now, 
and 1 give them here. That of 1878, 
says: “ Temperance among the people 
may lie greatly promoted by wise pro­ 
hibitory legislation, as well as by all 
those moral agencies which have secured 
to us beneficent results; and it is a source 
of congratulation that the principle of 
Prohibition, which has always been up­ 
held hy Republicans, is now concurred in 
by so large a majority of the people; that 
it is no longer a party question, the Demo­ 
crats having for several years declined to 
contest and dispute it.” 
The platform of 18711 says: “ We recog­ 
nize temperance as a cause which has con­ 
ferred the greatest benefits 011 the State, 
and we sustain the principle of Prohi­ 
bition, which in its operation has so 
largely suppressed liquor-selling and added 
incalculably to the sum of virtue and pros­ 
perity among the people.” 
The platform of 1880: “ Experience has 
demonstrated the wisdom of the policy of 
Prohibition as an auxiliary to temper­ 
ance, and as contributing to the material 
wealth, happiness and prosperity of the 
State; and we refer with confidence and 
pride to an undeviating supjiort of the 
same as one of the cardinal principles of 
the Republican party of Maine.” 
The platform of 1882: “ We refer with 
confidence and pride to the general record 
of the Republican party in support of the 
policy of prohibiting the traffic in intoxi­ 
cating liquors, the wisdom and efficiency of 
which legislation in promoting the moral 
and material interests of Maine have been 
demonstrated through the practical anni 
hilation of that traffic in a large portion of 
th } State; and we favor such legislation 
and such enforcement of law as will secure 
to every portion of our territory freedom 
from the traffic. We further recommend 
the submission to the people of a Constitu­ 
tional Amendment.” 
The platform of 188(5: “ The Republi­ 
cans of Maine, now as heretofore, indorse 
and approve the law for the prohibition of 
the sale of intoxicating liquors. The law 
and its several amendments were enacted 
hy Republican legislators, and this Conven­ 
tion now declares, in answer to misrepre­ 
sentations in many quarters, that the gen­ 
eral effect of the prohibitory law has been 
beneficent and has proved in a marked 
degree helpful to the cause of temperance 
in Maine. It has largely reduced the con­ 
sumption of alcoholic liquors, and has in 
many ways contributed to the moral and 
material welfare of Maine.” 
In compliance with the recommendation 
of the Convention of 1882, a prohihitionary 
amendment was submitted to the people, 
who voted upon it at the next general elec­ 
tion. 1S84, and approved it by a majority 
of 47,075, the affirmative vote being within 
a small fraction three times larger than 
i the negative. This great result was ob­ 
tained in spite of partv leaders, who did 
everything in their power quietly to defeat 
the amendment, became it was thought 
that its adoption would embarrass the 
party in a new departure upon this ques­ 
tion which had already been entered upon. 
Earnest efforts were also made hy excel­ 
lent men to persuade the people that such 
an amendment could not properly be put 
into the Constitution. This emphatic ex­ 
pression of the public opinion of the State 
was made after an experience of thirty- 
three years of the results of the Maine law. 
The resolves of Republican State Con­ 
ventions speak of moral and material ben­ 
efits coming to the State from Prohibition. 
W hat have they been ? In the old rum 
time the people of Maine consumed as 
much intoxicating liquor in proportion to 
numbers as those of any other State. They 
used to spend in strong drink the entire 
value of all their property of every kind 
iu every period of less than nineteen years. 
The result was that Maine was the poor­ 
est State in the Union. Evidences of un­ 
thrift, ot dilapidation and decay were seen 
everywhere. We had many distilleries in 
tjie State in that old time, seven of which 
were in Portland, some of the large ones, 
in the season of new molasses, running 
night anil day. At the same time great 
quantities of West India rum were im­ 
ported. This came to us in many and 
great cargoes every year. Now there is 
not a distillery or brewery in the State, 
and there has not been one for many years; 
nor has a puncheon of mm been brought 
here, 1 think, since the enactment of the 
Maine Law, in 1851. 
In the old rum time, grog-shops were 
scattered all over the State everywhere. 
Every country grocery and country road­ 
side tavern was a grog-shop. In our cities, 
towns anil villages these shops were seen in 
every street, occupying the most conspicu­ 
ous places, as they do now wherever the 
traffic is licensed. Showy signs were dis­ 
played upon these shops, advertising all 
sorts of liquors on sale within. In all the 
State there was no rural district so remote 
or insignificant that the liquor traffic did 
not find it and plant a grog-shop there. 
Now. in more than three-fourths of the 
State, containing more than three-fourths 
of our population, the grog-shop is un­ 
known. 
In all our rural districts and 
smaller towns and villages the liquor traffic 
is practically annihilated. 
The Railing Republican paper of the 
State said some time ago: “ In a large part 
of Maine an entire generation has grown 
up practically unai-quainted with the 
liquor traffic and its results.” It is common 
to meet here with men and women, many 
of them, who have never seen a rum-shop 
or a drunken man. I have myself met 
many such. 
Some time ago Mr. Blaine said in a let­ 
ter to a friend : “ Intemperance has steadily 
decreased in Maine -ince the enactment of 
the prohibitory law, until now it can be 
said with truth that there is no equal 
number of people in the Anglo-Saxon 
world among whom so small an amount of 
intoxicating liquor is consumed as among 
the people of Maine.” He might have in­ 
cluded in that remark all other civilized 
people. 
At the old rate of consumption, Maine’s 
share of the national drink-bill would lie 
now aliout $13.000,000; but $1,000,(KM) will 
more than cover the cost of all the liquors 
kunuggled into the State and sold in viola­ 
tion of the law. By prohibition we save 
annually at least $12,000,000 directly, and 
as much more indirectly, which, hut for 
the Maine law, would be spent, wasted, lost 
in drink. The result of this is that to-day 
Maine is no longer jioor, as it was in the 
old rum time, hut is one of the most pros­ 
perous States in the Union. At a great 
meeting in Portland during the Garfield 
campaign, Mr. Blaine said : “ Maine is the 
iKUst prosjierous State in the Union. I 
content myself with speaking of it as one 
of the most prosperous.” 
On the 25th of July last Governor Bod- 
well said: “ I am familiar with Maine, 
and my business calls me into many other 


States. I do not hesitate to say that no­ 
where that I have been are the people so 
free from all the evils incident to the liquor 
traffic as in this State. 1 have granite 
quarries, and employ large numbers of 
men. We have scarcely any trouble with 
our men immediately after pay-day. They 
are generally on hand after pay-day as well 
as before. 1 have done business in other 
States, where the liquor traffic was not pro­ 
hibited or in any wav repressed. 1 cannot 
but notice the contrast between those lo­ 
calities where liquor is sold freely and our 
localities in Maine, where we suppress the 
sale to a large extent. Our men now, as a 
class, are becoming more independent. 
Their families are better clothed and 
schooled than ever before. Generally they 
are saying money for future wants, much 
of which would be spent for rum by some 
of them if it was readily obtained. As to 
drunkenness in Maine, any candid inquirer 
can satisfy himself by a personal investi­ 
gation.” 
Governor Robie, the immediate prede­ 
cessor of Governor Bodwell, in his inau­ 
gural address, said : “ Prohibition has 
worked immense advantages for the State 
of Maine. The vast sum of money which 
formerly went into the tills of the saloon­ 
keepers is now spent for improving farms, 
households, and iu a thousand other ways 
which benefit society, and the entire State 
feels the beneficial effects, till both polit­ 
ical parties, and the great majority of the 
people, look tqion the prohibition of the 
liquor traffic as the safety and salvation of 
the State. We give the lie to the infamous 
statement which the liquor interest per­ 
sistently sends forth that Prohibition is a 
failure. It has made liquor-selling a fail 
urc in Maine.” 
Ex-Governor Dingley, in a carefully 
prepared address delivered at a great open 
air meeting in 1883, said : “ When Pro­ 
hibition has been tried long enough to hear 
fruits, it has been found a potent educa­ 
tional influence against drinking habits. 
Whatever business the law frowns upon, it 
makes disreputable, and whatever it li­ 
censes and protects, it adds respectability 
to. A law and public opinion which lead 
men to avoid public drinking must inevit­ 
ably operate 111 the case of multitudes to 
induce them to reform altogether. There 
is an clement of self-respect in the great 
mass of men which operates powerfully to 
induce them to avoid practices which the 
state of the law and public opinion makes 
them disinclined to practice in public. 
Such a condition of thing is a strong proof 
that Prohibition is a success.” 
I could easily multiply these testimonies 
to the wonderful success of Prohibition, 
and extend proofs of it indefinitely, but I 
am confident every unprejudiced person 
will consider this sufficient. It is in the 
face of all this that the Tribune thought it 
right to proclaim to the world that 1 Pro­ 
hibition has not succeeded in Maine.” It 
is true that in our cities and larger towns 
the liquor-traffic yet lingers on a very 
small scale, and generally on the sly, but 
this is due entirely to certain defects in 
the law. When these are corrected, as 
they will he by and by, there will not be a 
fragment of the traffic -remaining in the 
State.

The Washington Post gives the follow­ 
ing interesting account of the discovery of, 
a buried city in Arizona: 
Frank ii. Cushing, of /uni fame has 
unearthed the ruins of a prehistoric city 
in the Salt River valley, about eighty 
miles northwest of Tucson. 
Professor 
Cushing is at present in Southern Califor­ 
nia, lying extremely ill, hut the force lie 
put to work during the summer exhuming 
the buried city is still encamped on the 
spot, continuing their explorations. 
The camp is located on the edge of the 
unearthed city, and about three hundred 
yards from what was its citadel or forti­ 
fied temple. 
This is supposed to have 
been a building of considerable size and 
strength, probably several stories high, 
and had its foundation laid deep in the 
earth. 
The material used in its construc­ 
tion was sun-dried clay, the same as that 
used by the Mexicans of the lower and 
middle classes, and before Mr. Cushing 
began his explorations there was nothing 
to mark its whereabouts except a sort of 
oblong hillock or mound. 
Little of the 
walls above the foundation were found in­ 
tact, hut the ground plan could be traced 
in every detail, as well as the lines of the 
outer wall. The rooms were of different 
sizes, and seemed to have been constructed 
with much architectural skill. A number 
of the smaller apartments had undoubtedly 
been constructed for burial vaults, for when 
they were opened up skeletons were found 
in them, the heads being invariably to the 
east. In one of these vaults was found the 
skeleton of a child. 
Mr. Cushing was of the opinion that 
the building had been a sort of combined 
citadel and sacred temple, and that the 
remains found there were those of 
priests and their families. The city ex­ 
tended out in all directions from the pal­ 
ace or temple, and the foundations of nu­ 
merous dwellings had been exposed, many 
of them consisting of hut a single room; 
but now and then there is one of largt r 
aud more ample proportions, and in most 
of tírese larger ones there has been found 
buried vaults and skeletons. Two thous­ 
and of these have been exhumed already, 
according to the letter in the Post, 
but it is thought by the officials 
of the geological survey that this is a mis­ 
print for 200. A great deal ot pottery has 
been taken out, of course. No iron, cop­ 
per or metal instruments of any kind have 
been found, but great quantities of stone 
axes, stone postals and mortars, bone 
needles and knives and other such ma­ 
terials as belong to the stone age. The 
skill with which these articles were made 
was far superior, however, to that shown 
by the Indians found in America by the 
whites. 
These prehistoric dwellers of 
Southern Arizona were a people of very 
superior intelligence. 
Mr. Cushing has found a good deal of 
wheat and barley and other grain, all of 
it, of course, in a charred, blackened con­ 
dition, and lie has also traced several 
canals and found the ruins of a large res­ 
ervoir, so that he has no doubt that ex­ 
tensive irrigation had been carried on, 
and that all the valley had been under 
cultivation. He thinks there must have 
been a population of at least 25,001) in the 
ruined city, and that most of the inhabit­ 
ants lived by cultivating the soil of the 
surrounding country. 
Mr. Cushing was questioned as to his 
theory about the complete disappearance 
of the people who occupied the city. 
“ I think,” said lie, “ they .suffered from 
some great calamity like the inhabitants 
of Ilerciilana-um and Pompeii. 
It was 
probably an earthquake. 1 have found 
skeletons under the walls of houses lying 
as it the walls had sudden fallen upon 
the person and crushed him to death. 
Yes, 1 think there came a terrible earth­ 
quake which killed many, and frightened 
the remainder away. They were, no doubt, 
a religious people and strongly supersti­ 
tious, so that they saw in the calamity 
that befel them a warning to seek 
some other abode. They probably moved 
south, and it may have been their de­ 
scendants that the Spaniards found in 
Mexico. 
They were certainly equal in 
intelligence and advancement to the Az­ 
tecs.”

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HUNTING BEAVER. 


THE MANNER OF TRAPPING THE 


CUNNING ANIMALS. 


T h e ir P e c u lia r a n d I n te llig e n t H a b ­ 
its—A n In sp e c tio n o f T h e ir 
H o u se s a n d W o r k . 


An an example of the va^t number of 
beaver our own northwestern country and 
the Canadian provinces once contained, 
says a letter from Fort Keogh, it Ls only 
necessary to state that from this portion of 
North America there used to go out in the 
way of exports to Europe something like 
■200,000 beaver skins annually. 
The H ud­ 
son Day Company can attribute most of its 
wealth to the slaughter of them and the 
sale of their h id es; and, in fact, the settle­ 
ment of the extrem e northwest might 
really be credited to the heaver more than 
to any other fur-bearing animal, or to any 
other prim ary cause. 
Along the upper Yellowstone, or Milk 
river, and particularly in the Yellowstone 
Par!:, are still to he seen numerous de­ 
serted caches and dams which were once 
the homes of great colonies of workers. 
Beaver lake, in the Park, is rightly 
named, for had it not been for the presence 
of the four-footed builders there Beaver 
lake would not now be in existence. 
The 
place where this charm ing sheet of water 
is located at tirst contained no signs of a 
lak e; simply a small stream of sluggish 
water winding down through the canyon, 
hemmed in on one side by the famous 
Obsidian cliffs and on the other hv a 
mountain of dead timber. 
The beavers 
“ came, they saw, and they conquered 
for 
bv an instinct truly marvelous they selected 
the site w ith a view to surroundings (tim- 
roots, grasses, etc., galore), and by 
tar. 
damming one end of the canyon with a 
series of obstructions, converted a mias­ 
matic marsh into a lovely pond, and pro­ 
vided for themselves one of the most 
charm ing homes on earth. 
Looking down through the clear, trans­ 
parent waters of this pond one can see 
numerous runaways crossing from shore to 
shore, each succeeding dam higher than 
the preceding, until the final or last one 
catches and holds all the water that is 
necessary for their wants. 
Right here wc 
read from the ground—or rather from the 
ground under the water—the story of 
their labors as frcm a printed page. 
The 
first dam answered 
all 
their 
present 
wants, but as the aqueous fluid increased 
in volume and ran over the top, a second 
dam was constructed higher than the first. 
W hen dam No. 2 became overflowed a 
third was built, and so on down the can­ 
yon until a final one was made nearly at 
the outlet of the gorge, which gave the 
lake such a surface of water that no tor­ 
rent or rush in the spring could possibly 
wash away the piece of engineering which 
certainly discounts the best of human 
skill. 
I once hail an opportunity of investi­ 
gating a beaver house. 
First 1 stood upon 
the oven-shaped roof, and although con­ 
structed simply of light twigs, willow 
switches and mud, my weight made not 
the slightest depression. 
Cutting through 
some lourteen or fifteen inches of solid 
roof, there appeared to he a sort of under­ 
ground town, with liquid streets, where 
there was any quantity of winter food laid 
up in the shape of “ cord wood.” 
There 
were partitions which divided the under­ 
ground warehouse into apartments, with 
no communication tatween them except by 
means of water canals. 
The authorities advance the idea of 
these partitions not being erected for the 
purpose of dividing up the interior, but 
for supporting the roof of the main build­ 
ing. 
I he posts are solid and substantial, 
rendering a cave impossible, and displays 
rare sagacity in the animals for the solid 
supporting of a heavy roof. 
V erily these 
underground cities are m iniature Venices, 
excepting that the inhabitants go swim­ 
ming around the streets, instead of floating 
from place to place in fanciful gondolas. 
In trapping these wonderfully wise ro­ 
dents man must bring into play considera­ 
ble more sagacity and cunning than would 
bo required in trapping or capturing any 
o tlx r two or four-footed dumb creature on 
earth. 
The beaver ha*jntelligence second 
to none in the anim al kingdom, and so it 
puts the trapper on his m ettle to snare 
them successfully. Out here in the N orth­ 
west the following rules arc chiefly in 
vogue among woodsmen who have followed 
beaver-trapping as a tailing: 
A steel trap is sunk beneath the surface, 
say ten or twelve inches, and near the en­ 
trance to the food cache. 
It rests upon a 
log or stones built up from the Ixittom. 
Tli is is anchored to a long pole or log, one 
end of which is kept beneath the surface, 
while the other is fastened to a bunch of 
willows or a small sapling near the bank, 
go us to allow it to swing freely. 
Jnst above the water out of reach is sus­ 
pended the tem pting bait, which consists 
of the castor or medicine gland of the 
beaver. 
It is called medicine gland from 
the fact that it is a most remarkable and 
astonishing cure for all the ills a beaver is 
heir to. 
The “ castoreum ’’ is contained in 
two pear-shaped sacs situated near the or­ 
gans of reproduction, is a yellow-colored, 
strong-smelling oil, and is the ne plus ultra 
of m ediiine for doctoring beaver ailments. 
It not only acts as a restorative in every 
ea-e of sickness or wounding, but also ren­ 
ders the fur of the animal impervious to 
water. 
As an example of w hat this pa­ 
nacea can d'> in the way of mending, a 
hunter of this section relates that he went 
to one of his traps on the Upper Yellow­ 
stone, in the spring of 1874, and found in 
it the fore-foot and part of the leg of a 
very large beaver. 
Ton days later, at the 
same place and in the same trap, he caught 
the identical beaver by th e other fore-foot, 
ami discovered that the leg from which 
the lost foot had been twisted ten days be­ 
fore was healed over and nearly sound. 
To return. 
W hen the quadruped comes 
swimming along to enter his underground 
apartm ent, he smells the tem pting morsel 
provokingly placed just beyond his reach, 
and puddles about under the same wonder­ 
ing how in the world he is going to get 
that castor. 
H e feels about with his hind 
legs for something to stand on, finds the 
fra]«Ñ puts down his legs to rest on it, and 
so, literally speaking, puts his foot in it. 
Snap! bang! go the iron jaws, and the 
innocent laborer is a prisoner. 
Now, were it not for the extraordinary 
intelligence of this brute, and his known 
ability to cope with almost every emer­ 
gency, there would be no need to take 
further precaution to insure his capture ; 
hut even given that the chain held him 
fast, and was anchored to the end of the 
log at the bottom of the lake or pond, what 
is to prevent him from diving down and 
gnawing off the end of the pole where it is 
held by the chain ? The beaver ran stay 
under water at one tim e nearly three min­ 
utes ; 
and as their teeth are a series of 
charp chisels, capable of the quickest kind 
of business when life is at stake, it would 
take them but a few seconds to free them ­ 
selves from chain and pole, no m atter how 
large the latter might i>e. 
These animals are to-day as they were 
one thousand years ago. Their dams and 
houses and systems of work, play and feed­ 
ing are never improved upon, but go on 
year in and year out in the same old rut, 
and still displaying among it all a remark­ 
able degree of common sense and reason­ 
ing. 
Now, how does the northwestern trapper 
prevent his quarry from following the 
chain down, and chiseling the end of the 
pole or log off? 
W hen a {Kile is used to anchor the chain, 
one or two stakes should he driven quite 
near to it. 
In the first frantic effort, when 
he plunges atauit in the water, trying to 
escape, the lieaver soon winds himself up, 
and getting the chain hopelessly entangled 
among the stakes, becomes tired and worn 
out, and so drowns himself. 
A heaver dam is almost a work of art. 
Should the water be sluggish, slow-moving 
or almost stagnant, the dam will, as a rule, 
run straight across from bank to bank; but 
where the current is swifi, the dam is then 
curved. 
Most of their work is done after 
nightfall. 
W ith their broad, flat tail used 
as a trowel, they will draw up mud and 
leaves from beneath the surface, and plaster 


it on as skillfully as a hired mason would 
do the job. 
No crevice or hole escapes the 
vigilant eye, and that is the reason why we 
never hear of a beaver dam taing washed 
away. 
This animal never hesitates to tackle a 
tree, no m atter what the size may be. The 
w riter has seen some beaver stumjis as 
much as thirty inches in diam eter com­ 
pletely cut through by their saw-like 
teeth, and again others that must have 
measured in diam eter as much as three 
feet. 
In the park on the border of Beaver 
lake is one giant cottonwood that was evi­ 
dently attempted by two of the animals at 
one time ; hut right here a curious miscid-- 
dilation was made by the workers. 
A log 
lay against the tree on the up-hill side, anil 
at this jHiint one of the pair started in to 
slaughter the tree, while the other worked 
from the ground on the opposite side and 
fully two feet lower than his comrade. Pre­ 
vious to commencing the job a large, rotten 
limb had first been cut away to make room 
for the workers; hut after ail it was labor 
lost, for the tree was never utilized. 
It 
fell against another large tree and remains 
in that position to-day. There are many 
other trees in the park girdled, though not 
entirely cut through. The food of beav­ 
er- in this latitude consists principally of 
willow, aspen, cottenwood, alder, and the 
balm of (Jilead ; but, as remarked, they 
are gradually retreating before the en­ 
croachments of civilization, so that the 
principal beaver colonies in the Northwest 
to-day are high up among the ¡>eaks of the 
Ilocky mountains. 
W herever water can be found there will 
the beaver go. 
The cottonwood tree dis­ 
appears at about 8,000 feet, and for the 
next 2,000 feet the quaking aspen becomes 
the favorite bill of fare; but when the as­ 
pen supply becomes rather limited, then 
the little rodents depend chiefly upon 
willows and dwarfed shrubs. 
It is well to 
note th at they will touch no kind of resin­ 
ous wood for food, although pines and firs 
are used indiscriminately in the construc­ 
tion of dam s.- Chicago Times.

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DOffflY MILDEW. 


ITS PRESENCE IN SOME CALIFOR­ 
NIA VINEYARDS. 


A n E a sy P e s t to C o n tro l—R e m e d ie s 
S u g g e s te d by th e N a tio n a l D e ­ 
p a r tm e n t c f A g r ic u ltu r e . 


D e h o rn in g C a itle . 
A correspondent of the Chicago Times 
writing from Carthage, 111., says: 
The practice of dehorning cattle has 
been introduced into Hancock county very 
recently, hut so far very little o f" it lias 
been done. 
Two prominent stockmen and 
residents of the county have appliances for 
doing the work, and have dehorned a m an­ 
lier of their own cattle. 
The practice is 
being carried on extensively in other por­ 
tions of the State. 
So far the most diligent inquiry by your 
correspondent among farmers and "stock­ 
men has failed to elicit any satisfactory 
information concerning the reason for such 
a barbarous and unnecessary proceeding. 
Some say they suppose it is done to pre­ 
vent the animals from “ hooking” each 
other with serious results. 
It is also 
claimed th at the operation is painless. 
Hon. John Fletcher, late State Senator 
and an intelligent anil successful stock- 
raiser of this county, says : “ I can see no 
benefit to be derived in dehorning cattle. I 
not only regard it as a most cruel practice, 
but a foolish one. 
I never lost an animal 
from beiDg gored by another yet. 
To saw 
the horns off near the skull is, in my opin­ 
ion, a torture to the dumb brutes. 
I do 
not think dehorning cattle will have a 
tendency to produce a race of hornless an­ 
imals. 
1 have seen cattle bleed for a long 
time after they have accidentally broken 
their horns off close to the skull.” 
Mr. Fletcher is not alone in his opinion, 
as many other prominent stockmen think 
the practice is most cruel. 
Others, as 
stated, claim the operation to be painless, 
as much so as trim uiiug one’s finger-nails»

The following communication has been 
received by the San Francisco Bulletin, ami 
will be of interest to vineyardists of the 
State: 


E d it o r B u l l e t in : 
In the letter from 
me recently published in the Bulletin, I 
made the statem ent th at “it was ve’rv 
doubtful if downy mildew (Peronospora 
vitícola) occurred w ithin the lim its of your 
State.” 
This statement was based upon 
the fact that I did not find any evidence of 
the presence of the fungus in the districts 
which I had lieen led to believe infected, 
troui reports of grape-growers. 
This let­ 
ter has been the means of bringing into 
public notice the communication made by 
Ur. II. \ \ . Harkness to the California 
Academy of Sciences in June last, wherein 
he records having found the downy mildew 
in a vineyard near Sacramento in 1872, and 
again in 1884 on the wild vine near B art­ 
lett Springs, Lake county, and at Russian 
river, 1886. 
W hile regretting the fact—the presence 
of the downy mildew in California—which 
so eminent an authority on fungi as Dr. 
Harkness has now placed beyond question, 
1 feel that my recent letter" was of some 
value, inasmuch as it has now led the 
doctor to speak where the public interested 
may hear his voice. 
In regard to remedies it has been clearly 
demonstrated th at the downy mildew may 
be controlled w ith nearly the same ease as 
the odium or powdery mildew. 
Every 
grape-grower knows that applications (if 
the flowers of sulphur are sufficient to keep 
the latter in check. 
Preparations con­ 
taining sulphate of copper, when properly' 
applied, have been found to he equally 
efficient in the case of the downy mildew, 
only with the latter disease it must be re­ 
membered that the remedies can act only 
as preventives. 
The eau celeste solution o"t 
the Bordeaux mixture, have given the 
best results. 
Eau Celeste, Blue W ater (the “ Auduy- 
naud process’ )— Dissolve one pound of 
sulphate of copper in three or four gallons 
of warm w ater; when completely' dissolved 
and the water has cooled, add "one pint of 
commercial ammonia; then dilute to thirty 
gallons. 
The concentrated liquid should 
be kept in a keg or some wooden vessel 
and diluted when required for use. 
Apply 
the same as in the case of simple solutions. 
The effects obtained by this preparation 
have been equal to those resulting from the 
use of the copper m ixture of Gironde, and 
its adherence to the foliage is even greater. 
Copper M ixture of Gironde, Bordeaux 
Mixture— Dissolve ten pounds of sulphate 
of copper in twenty-two gallons of water ; 
in another vessel slake twentv pounds of 
lime in six gallons of water. " W hen the 
latter m ixture lias cooled it is slowly ¡mured 
into the copper solution, care being taken to 
mix the fluids thoroughly by constant 
stirring. 
It is well to have this compound 
prepared some days before it is required 
for use. 
It should he well stirred before 
applying. 
Some have reduced the ingredi­ 
ents to two pounds of sulphate of copper 
and two pounds of lime to twenty-two 
gallons of water and have obtained good 
results. 
Well-made pumps with specially con­ 
structed nozzles are required for the appl- 
cation of this compound, unless we resort 
to the tedious and wasteful method of 
using brooms or whisps made of slender 
twigs, which are dipped into the compound 
and then switched right and left so as to 
spray the foliage, as directed in our circu­ 
lar of last season. 
The Vermorel appar­ 
atus, including reservoir, pump and spray­ 
ing nozzle, is well adapted for vinevard 
use and is so cially constructed for apply­ 
ing the various liquid preparations con­ 
taining sulphate of copper. 
Ih e results of many chemical analyses of 
the fruit and parts of vines treated with 
the copper compounds have clearly shown 
that there is no danger to health attending 
their application. 
The only precaution 
advised is not to apply them near (within 
fifteen days of) the vintage. 
In their employment the fact must be 
kept in mind th at their action is onlv pre­ 
ventive, therefore their application should 
be made early in the season, as soon as the 
first leaves are fully formed. 
Subsequent 
applications act only in so far as they serve 
to check the spread of the disease. 
The

treat an acre of vines will depend largely 
upon the kind or pump and spray ingnoz,zle 
used to apply them, and upon the extent 
of grjw tli of the vines them selves; the 
amount may vary from twenty to thirty- 
five gallons at each application.

trained dogs to tackle him when brought 
to bay. 
Inside his soft, dewy lips are 
strong, formidable teeth, which can bite 
severely. 
His forepaws, weak as they 
seem, can lift a dog high in the air and 
crush him to death; while, when lying 
down, his favorite fighting attitude, he can 
kick with his powerful hind legs in a man­ 
ner that rapidly clears a circle around 
him, and woe betide the man or dog that 
comes in reach of those huge claws, which 
can make a flesh wound deep enough to 
maim the one or kill the other. 
Of course, 
we speak of the great kangaroo, the 
boomer, or old man of the colonists. 
As a 
m atter of fact, there are some thirty differ­ 
ent kinds of kangaroos inhabiting various 
parts of Australia. 
They vary in size 
from the tiny hare kangaroo of South Aus­ 
tralia to the several giant species, some of 
which stand nearly six feet high.—I.ondon 
Globe. 
TH E ZOOLOGICAL GARDEN.

something for the advancement of the com­ 
munity in which you live. 
It may not be 
possible for you to give lands or bnild hos­ 
pitals for the poor. 
W e are expected to 


give as God has blessed as. 
Live gener- I 
ously and charitably, if you would wear a i 
crown at last. 
But I am preaching yon a I 
sermon, instead of telling you about the 
garden. 
In Cincinnati, everybody call it 
the Zoo, for short. 
The first animals that 
you see arc the elephants. 
They are more 
fond of hav than anything else, and if you 
will watch them a few minutes, it is aston­ 
ishing how much they will consume. Then 
comes the rhinoceros, undoubtedly the 
ugliest animal on earth. 
It seems that 
you might hide a fifty-pound sack of flour 
in the folds of his skin. 
I saw two I’olar 
bears. 
They were captured in the far 
north, where ice exists the year round. 
Although they are covered with shaggy 
wool, they live in the water. 
The im­ 
mense pools in which they stay are kept 
very cool with ice. 
A few years ago the 
keepers neglected to supply a sufficient 
quantity of ice and the bears died. 
W hen 
1 first advanced to the bear inclosure, I 
thought they were killing each other. 
Their red eyes glared, and their mouths 
looked like great gaping caves. 
Their 
hoarse growls were more terrible than 
thunder. 
I was told that they were only 
playing. 
After a while they became quiet, 
and looked stupid. 
The keeper called for 
more ice, and dumped it in, iu a hurry. 
Then I went to the monkey house. 
It is 
a large brick building, and the cages are 
arranged on the inside. 
I had many a 
laugh at their expense—they are so funny. 
One little monkey had a tin rattler, and 
managed it like’ a baby. 
It was in this 
house that I saw the stuffed donkey. 
It 
was the donkey that was killed by the 
lion. 
At one tim e I knew the full history 
of this dread combat, but 1 have forgotten 
so much of it that I will not attem pt to 
tell it. 
Anyhow, the donkey and the lion 
fought for hours, and many believed that 
the donkey would ootue out victorious, but 
at last it was compelled to succumb to its 
superior 
foe. 
Its 
stuffed 
remains are 
pointed out to every visitor. 
There ap­ 
pears to he no end to the birds. 
It is a 
curious sight to see twelve old owls sitting 
on one perch, winking and blinking at 
you. 
I have often heard of the Bird of 
Paradise, but could never conceive of its 
beauty till I saw one. 
There were a great 
many snakes, but I did not look at them. 
I have a morbid fear of snakes. 
I do not 
believe in ghosts, but I am afraid of three 
things—a snake, a pistol, and a gossipy 
jiersoti. 
The little prairie dogs were cun­ 
ning in the extreme. 
They have their 
abodes, as you know, in holes under the 
ground. 
I have been told that snakes and 
rabbits have been found living w ith the 
prairie dogs in perfect peace. 
I can’t be­ 
gin to tell you all I saw; but this is enough 
for this time, isn’t it? 
N ext month I will 
tell you about Niagara Falls.— Woman’s 
Work. 


HOLIDAY GOODS. 


IDAHO'S BABBIT H .U .I I . 


G e n e ra l B risb in S ays I t Is A lm o st a s B ail 
T h e re a s I t Is in A u s tra lia . 
_ The rabbits are again becoming a plague 
in many jiortions of Idaho, Nevada and 
Wyoming, writes General Briabin to the 
New York World lrom Fort M cKinny. 
These little bunnies bid fair to do its 
much damage in our country as they have 
in Australia unless timely steps arc taken 
lor their extermination. 
In Australia in 
many places they have eaten up the whole 
of the country, even the sheep pastures 
being destroyed by them. It seems strange 
that national legislation should lie re­ 
quired against so small an animal as a 
rabbit, but the English colonists of Aus­ 
tralia are glad enough to have the Gov­ 
ernm ent aid them in destroying the little 
pests. 
Everything green and every blade 
of grass is eaten by them to the" earth, 
and, except the grasshopper, it would be 
impossible to conceive of anything more 
destructive to vegetation than a rabbit. 
They appear in vast armies, and, moving 
across a country, strip it of all its vegeta­ 
ble m atter. 
Gardens are their special de­ 
light, and not a vegetable h left where 
they can once take hold. 
W hen out in Idaho, a year or two ago, 
1 had some experience with rabbits. Thev 
appeared in great numbers along the Ore­ 
gon Short Line, and at some towns de­ 
stroyed all the gardens. 
Near Boise they 
attacked the grain fields and even the 
fiastures. 
The methods of destroying 
them were sometimes quite novel. "One 
gentleman who had a grain field and gar­ 
den patch surrounded the field with a 
board on his fence next to the ground. 
Above the board he drew a wire very 
tightly and just close enough to the board 
to let the rabbits’ heads through. 
In try­ 
ing to ge* over the board they got fastened 
and hanged themselves. 
H is field was 
pretty well strung around every morning 
with dead rabbits. 
Another farmer put a brush fence around 
his field and here and there made a hole 
through it. 
On the other side of the holes 
he sank large boxes in the ground. 
The 
bunnies would run through the holes, fall 
into the boxes, and he unable to get out. 
Another farmer put boxes under his fences 
with tilting lids. 
The outside was firm 
enough, but no sooner would the rabbit 
attem pt to run through than the treacher­ 
ous lid would tip up and land him in the 
liox below. 
Then it would tip back into 
place again and be ready for another 
rabbit, 
in the morning the hoys, armed 
with pitchforks, would go around the field, 
kill the rabbits and pitch them into a 
wagon. 
They often got a wagon load in a 
morning. 
The rabbits were fed to the 
hogs. 
Another method was the “ surround.” 
A large pit or hole was dug in the ground 
where the rabbits were thickest, and brush 
piled around the pit for some distance out. 
Then the men and boys made a surround, 
beating the brush up and frightening the 
bunnies toward the pit. 
As they closed in 
the rabbits would take refuge in the brush 
around the hole or pit. 
YVhen all had 
closed in, the brusli was fired all around 
the outside, and the little creatures to 
escape the flames would jum p into the pit. 
Those that did not fall into the pit were 
roasted or killed by the men and boys,who 
stood close together around the outside 
armed with clubs and pitchforks. 
Lux & Miller, the great cattle-raisere, 
whose ranches were completely overrun 
with rabbits, offered a reward of five cents 
apiece for them, and boys makegood wages 
killing them. 
A boy in a day with good 
luck could kill and deliver from fifty to 
one hundred, so he made a good sum. Lux 
& M iller threw the dead rabbits into a big 
vat, where they were boiled, skin and all, 
and then fed to the hogs to fatten them. 
It is said they make good hog feed, and 
the hogs fatten very rapidlv upon rabbit 
flesh.

H is 
plan is to inoculate 
live 
rabbits with 
chicken colera and then let them go among 
the other rabbits. 
The disease is very 
contagious and fatal, and he contends they 
would give it to each other and all die off. 
It is certainly worth trying, for a greater 
pest than an excess of rabbits cannot be 
imagined.

CULTURE. 


T he Profit Arising From th is R r .n c li oí 
Fruit-growing. 
in an article to the K cru county Time. 
Gustav Lisen, the widely-known vinvardtt 
ist and fruit-grower, warmly advocates the 
cultivation of the fig. 
There is no part of 
the State iu which this fruit can be more 
successfully grown than in Sacramento 
county, as experience in nearly all parts of 
it lias abundantly shown. 
The trees grow 
here with exceeding rapidity, they hear 
early and immense quantities,'and two or 
three crops per year. 
It is therefore of in­ 
terest to note Mr. Eisen’s comments upon 
t lie subject of fig-growing in Fresno county, 
lie says: 
“ Many have already in this 
county realized from $250 to "$350 per 
acre from their orchards. 
The expenses of 
growing aud curing figs are less than that 
of any other fruit known. The trees are 
subject to no disease or insec t pest, and 
once planted require no particular atten­ 
tion. 
The figs of the best varieties are 
being used in many different ways. 
It will 
take 250,000 acres of fig orchard to supply 
alone the dried figs which are now yearly 
imported 
into 
the 
United 
States.

shipped to distant markets, and marma­ 
lades and condiments in variety can be 
made of the fresh fruit at home. 
This, 
however, only relates to fine varieties, not 
to the poor ones of which latter our old 
Mission fig is one. 
if we now add that a 
fig tree, eight to ten years old, may hear a 
ton of fruit, it will be seen that the culti­ 
vation of figs cannot but prove highlv 
profitable.”

Now, how ever, citru s fru it cu ltiv atio n 
or com m erce h as been largely en tered upon in 
C entral a n d N o rth ern C alifornia, a n d th e pro­ 
du ct is reg u larly quoted in d istan t m arkets, 
w h ile w e re s p o n d ió about a ll th e dem an d s of 
hom e consum ptiou. 
W e distinctly rem em ber w hen citrus 
fru it culture was not engaged in in South­ 
ern C alifornia as a com m ercial venture of 
any m agnitude, and w hen th e chief pro­ 
ducts of th a t section were hides, horns and 
lioofs, and an indifferent q u ality of grapes. 
If citrus fruits could then, as now, have 
been largely raised at th e south for a profit, 
“ why was it not done ?” 
T he well-inform ed concerning agricult 
ural C alifornia—and thereby we m ean the 
great central and n orthern valleys ; ud the 
foothills adjacent— know th a t the history 
of industry and production in this State 
has been m arked by three distinct periods- 
First. when gold m ining in th e m ou:.tainK 
was the ch ief attraction, and 
no one 
dream ed of w heat fields and orchards m 
valley or footliiil, or concerned them selves 
w hatever about th e productive character of 
th e soil, further th an to notice th at it grew 
wild oats and m aintained wild bullocks. 
T hen cam e th e period when it dawned 
upon C aliforniaus th a t it was not necessary 
to continue to bring flour from Chile, and 
th a t were other possible products to C ali­ 
fornia th a n beef, hides and tallow. 
And 
so the growing of grains upon an extensive 
scale began; th e plains were redeem ed 
from grazing, and wild-oat crops and the 
soil w;is turned up to the sun th at had be­ 
fore never felt th e plow share, and th at 
Californians had not, therefore, cared to 
te-t. 
W heat and barley grow ing became 
th e great vocations, com paratively little 
attention lieing given to e ith e r fruit or 
vine culture. 
fu e th ird era of production dawned 
w hen w heat farm ing having outgrow n the 
progress of th e State, attention was turned 
to horticulture, and th e cultivation of the 
grape. 
In th is la tter period it was noticed 
th a t orange and lem on trees, set out long 
liefore for purposes of ornam entation only, 
flourished and Imre generously, and later it 
was discovered th at th e olive was capable 
of cultivation in the n orthern section, and 
th a t th e alm ond was possible of production 
for profit. 


Even at this tim e citrus fruit-grow ing 
in Southern California hail not progressed 
beyond th e productora of seedlings, no at­ 
tention had l>cen given to im proving va­ 
rieties and very little to orange-grove cu lt­ 
ure. 
T he success attending subsequent 
advancem ent in cultivation at th e south, 
awakened the north to th e fact th a t if 
citru s fruit trees would th riv e in most of 
th e region from T eham a to Calaveras, and 
from N apa to Placer, a- ornam ents to

m ultiplied, yield 
abundantly for m arket. 
T hen l>ognn what 
m ay be term ed the era of northern citrus 
fru it culture, in which we are in fact but 
just launched.

W hen the Express asserts, as it does, th at 
there are only a few sheltered localities in 
Placer county w here th e orange w ill grow ;

seration for its ignorance, or p ity for its 
want of conscience. 
In conclusion, since th e Express desires 
testim ony concerning the capacity of the 
north to produce citrus fruits, it m ay he 
ready to receive th a t of G overnor W ater­ 
m an, him self a Southern C alifornian, and 
one who has had broad exjierience In the 
cultivation of citrus fruits. 
A t th e Oro­ 
ville C itrus F a ir th e G overnor said : 


H e h a d visited th a t section last w in ter, an d 
w as satisfied th a t it possessed as good soil for 
orange c u ltu re as could be found iu th e State. 
T he com pletion o f th e new railro ad to th e north 
opens a new a n d u n lim ited m a rk rt for citrus 
fruits th ro u g h o u t th e N orthern an d N orthw est­ 
ern States a n d T erritories. 
H e advised every 
m an an d w om an to engage in orange grow ing, 
as it w ould soon becom e a v ery profitable in ­ 
dustry, a n d au over-supply could no t be grow n. 


A nd th e G overnor concluded by stating 
bis belief th a t B utte county would “ rival 
any p a rt of th e State in producing citrus 
fruits.” 
YVhen th e G overnor exam ines 
th e claim s of Placer, Y uba, Yolo, Sacra­ 
m ento and o th er counties, we are confident 
his verdict will be one of sim ilar comm en­ 
dation.

RAILROADS 
TEADE CENTEE3.

Mr. A ppleton M organ in the Popular 
Science Monthly, treating of th e Interstate 
Commerce Commission and trade centers, 
thinks th a t the student of po. ical history 
a century hence will ask a u h surprise 
why th e Commission, w ith its ex trao rd i­ 
nary powers, was erected. H e tskes Senator 
Cullom ’s address before the G rain M er­ 
chants’ Association, a t Springfield, Illinois, 
in Ju n e last, as a text. 
T he Senator ac­ 
counted for the law and Commission upon 
the theory th a t th e people wish to know 
w hat are th e n atu ral channels of trade, 
and the effect of th e natural laws of trade 
upon m any of th e present com m ercial 
centers. 
H e alleged th a t w hat th e critics 
of the law call n atural centers of trade 
are “ created by railroad favoritism which 
has diverted trade from its n atu ral chan­ 
nels into artificial ones.” 
T his theory M r. M organ sharply chal­ 
lenges as fallacious. 
A m ong railw ays the 
m axim has alw ays been, lie avers, to try 
and accommodate them selves to such trade 
centers of th e country as already existed, 
at any possible expense and at all hazard 
T he railw ay assails all obstacles to reach 
them , and overcomes all opposition to re­ 
spond to them . 
A railw ay is a m eans of 
supply to a trade center, or a connection 
betw een, two or m ore trade centers. 
T he 
best m arkets of a country are at its trade 
centers, and to such, roads m ust lead. 
T he establishm ent of a trade center, he 
contends w ith convincing force, is a m atter 
entirely out of the power and beyond the 
control of railw ay companies, and of any 
hum an power. 
He defies any one to estab­ 
lish a trade center o r show w here it has 
been done artificially, and challenges any 
elliirt to do so; grass will not grow in the 
streets of cities nature and geography de­ 
cree to he centers of trade. 
T he history of Chicago proves th is 
tru th . 
H um an foresight d id not place 
Lake M ichigan w here it is, but hum an 
foresight did perceive th a t near its foot a 
great com m ercial center m ust arise. 
It 
was this th a t m ade Chicago, despite power­ 
ful artificial m ean; employed to change 
th e trade 
center 
location to M ilw au­ 
kee, 
Racine, 
W aukeegan or M ichigan 
C ity. 
T he points th at th e operation of 
n atural laws passed by in favor of Chicago 
fell into th e erro r th at the builders of th at 
city were to blam e, and began to berate 
them accordingly. 
B ut trad e w ent to 
Chicago and out of it, and no earthly 
power cou'd change its current, or stay the 
inexorable tid e of Chicago commerce. 
Those fam iliar w ith th e settlem ent of 
the W est, and th e once b itte r antagonism 
created between W estern towns and C hi­ 
cago, will recognize th e exact tru th and 
justice of M r. M organ’s statem ent and con­ 
clusion. 
T he essayist elaborates and forti­ 
fies the m axim th a t “ statutes cannot equal­ 
ize w hat nature and cosmic forces have 


m illions, perhaps, expended to m ake a h a r­ 
bor on th e east side of th e lake. 
Even 
th e pioneer railw ay com panies were mis­ 
led, turned th e ir lines tow ard th e place, 
and m ade it a term inal p o in t; but only 
brieflv. 
One soon abandoned it altogether, 
took up its rails and faced lor Chicago, 
w hile th e others speedily extended th eir 
roads and connections to th e sam e point. 
T he sands drifted in and created b a rs ; th e 
harbor was at last proved to be im practica­ 
ble, and th e trend to Chicago became an 
irresistible current. 
T he attem pt to cre­ 
ate trade centers a t other points on th e 
lake all failed in like m anner, because, as 
Mr. M organ so well puts it, “ th e cosmic 
forces were at work in favor of Chicago, 
and Chicago was elected the trade center 
of th e m ajestic W est. 
In other words, it 
is sim ply because it cannot dispense w ith 
th e discrim inations of nature th at the peo­ 
ple are disappointed w ith th e railw ay as 
an institution, and so propose to vent th eir 
disappointm ent by enacting laws bristling 
w ith penalties, but nowhere prom ising 


them protection.” 
T he essayist, however, does not rem ark, 
a- he m ight, upon th e undeniable change 
of sentim ent taking place upon this ques­ 
tion. 
T he people are perceiving com m er­ 
cial tru th s now, to w hich largely they 
have been blind to for years. 
W e believe 
th a t th e great mass of th e people are real­ 
izing th a t these m atters of trade centers 
and apparent discrim inations in favor of 
places, are th e results o f im m u'able laws 
— not enacted by legislative bodies, but ex­ 
isting in th e nature of things, and w hich 
are as irrevocable as '.he laws of the Deity. 
W hoever has noted carefully th e tone of 
th e press, which is th e exponent of public 
opinion, cannot have failed to observe 
m arked m odification in its character, a 
change indicating clearer public percep­ 
tions of th e natural laws of trade, and a 
disposition to pay little heed to th e sh o rt­ 
sighted men who attem pt to lead a hope­ 
less crusade 
against com m ercial forces, 
under th e belief th a t railw ays can create 
centers of trade. 
If, as M r. M organ asks, w hen P hiladel­ 
phia capiital b u ilt th e Pennsylvania R ail­ 
road it could have m ade the C ity of 
B rotherly Love a trade center, why did it 
not do so? W hy, did not the L ehigh V al­ 
ley Company m ake for itself trade centers 
along its own line, instead of crowding into 
New Y ork C ity at one end and Buffalo 
at the other, at enormous cost? 
W hy has 
th e G rand T runk R ailw ay spent m illions 
of B ritish gold to buy its way in to Boston 
and Chicago, if it could have erected great 
trade centers at M ontreal or Toronto, O t­ 
tawa, H am ilton or W indsor ? 
If railroad 
centers so soon as organized set the laws of 
nature at defiance, and “div ert trade from 
natural into artificial channels, at th e ex ­ 
pense of less favored localities,” why, he 
asks, “did ihe B altim ore and O hio road, 
the corporate pet of M aryland, owned in 
Baltim ore, and largely by th e city itself, 
expend m oney like w ater to parallel the 
Pennsylvania, and figlit th a t eorjxiration 
and th e S tate of New Jersey to get into 
New Y ork, as it had already got into C hi­ 
cago?” 
T he essayist proceeds at length 
in th is strain, show ing th at th e railroads 
have not diverted th e business of th e con­ 
tinent from trade centers, bu t have sim ply 
followed it to them ; they have not m ade 
arb itrary trade centers, because it is im ­ 
possible for them to do so. 
Railways, like 
persons, m ust, to live, do th e business set 
before them to do, th e business th e people 
bring to them , or else go out of th e carrier 
trade.

the chains and shackles of Siberia, and 
otherw ise m aking a fair and im partial ex ­ 
hib it of Russian tolerance and hum anity, 
the m ild insanity th at gave b irth to the 
original folly m ay he atoned for. 
H ow ­ 
ever, as a m onotone becomes disagreeable 
and even painful to th e ear, th e fact th a t 
the Russian craze will give us surcease from 
th e A nglom ania, and put the nose of the 
copyist after E nglish dudeism out of jo in t, 
we m ay have reason to he thankful for the 
change, sim ply because it is change. 


DRUNKENNESS AND CRIME. 


A London dispatch published yesterday 
say s: 
“ T he Observer to-day denounces the 
sentence pronounced upon D aniel D oherty, 
th e A m erican who shot and killed G raham , 
as monstrous. 
It declares th a t th e ju d g ­ 
m ent of Ju stice Stephens was biased by 
the opinion lie has often expressed th at 
drunkenness increases instead of lessening 
th e g ravity of offenses, a sentim ent which 
is contrary to common sense.” 
T his is too 
broad a statem ent. 
I t m ay he adm itted 
th a t there are in h erited appetites w hich 
render it w ell-nigh impossible for some 
men to restrain them selves and abstain 
from intoxicants. 
A nd these 
in th eir 
drunkenness are not infrequently wholly 
unconscious of ivhat they do. 
Such should 
be treated as diseased, if not insane. W hile 
th e law declares th at drunkenness shall 
not excuse crim e, th e Courts w hip about 
by holding th a t as th e in ten t is an essen­ 
tial elem ent in the commission of crim e, if 
one is wholly unconscious of his act, he 
cannot entertain such felonious intent, and 
therefore is to be held guiltless, or at least 
th e fact of his drunkenness m ay be taken 
into account as a m itigating circum stance. 
B ut observation proves th at this avoidance 
far oftener than otherw ise is availed of to 
excuse crim e w here no excuse w hatever 
should be entertained. 
T here are men 
who “ screw th eir courage to th e sticking 
p o in t” hv resort to alcoholic stim ulants. 
These are cowards who m ust needs silence 
conscience by obstructing th e 
avenues 
through w hich it m ust operate to be a 
restraining iofiuence. 
As a rule d runken­ 
ness should not lie taken into account 
in crim inal proceedings. 
T he wiser policy 
is to let men understand th a t whoever puts 
the devil into his m outh m ust abide by the 
result. 
A ny other rule opens th e door to 
excuse for all m anner of crim e and puts 
th e lives and property of men in jeop­ 
ardy constantly, and at th e m ercy of who­ 
ever feigns intoxication as a cloak to ou t­ 
rage, or purposefully “ liquors u p ” in order 
to do th a t w hich sober he would not dare 
to undertake. 
In recent years th e im ­ 
m unity drunken crim inals have enjoyed 
has come to be a crying abuse and an out­ 
rage upon public justice. 
If now and then 
a m an is punished w ith sev en ty who had 
no in ten t to do evil because too grossly in­ 
toxicated to contem plate it, it is better so 
th an th a t thousands of vicious m en should — ; 
. 
, , 
¡ giuiuauon cannot be m ane in a 
go free of ju st deserts because of th e con- t¡m e 


were all the appearances of a stubbornly, 
conducted legal contest. 
T he proceedings 
were as follow s: 
Mr. Booth—I suppose, as is well know n 
to alt present, th at charges have been pre­ 
ferred by the (ioyeruor against the L ibra­ 
rian, aud th at those present, outside of the 
m em bers of the Board, are probably in ter­ 
ested in that m atter either one way or the 
other.

w hen this Board adjourns it adjourns to 
m eet at som e tin-e and place to be hereafter 
determ ined upon, for the purpose of inves 
tigaiing and considering the charges, and 
th at notice of such m eeting be given to the 
G overnor and Librarian. 
Mr. Freem an—T he m otion is th at the 
charges th at have beeu received by the 
Trustees be regarded as charges presented 
to the Board, th at a copy thereof be fur­ 
nished to the Librarian, th at w hen the 
Board adjourn it do so to m eet at som e 
tim e and place to be agreed upon by the 
Board, for the purpose of investigating the 
charges, and that the Governor and Li­ 
brarian be notified of the holding of such 
m eeting. 
T he m otion was seconded and in support 
of it Mr. B ooth said th at th e m eeting had 
been sim ply called to transact the routine 
business of the Board, b ut it was know n 
th at these charges would be presented, and 
he believed th at iu justice to all parties 
there should be an early investigation. 
C. W . Cro3S, representing the Librarian, 
suggested th at a docum ent containing the 
charges be placed on file, as it was unjust 
to the Librarian that the charges should be 
retained in the pockets of the individual 
Trustees. 
Mr. Booth said th at bis m otion was to 
receive them as they had been received by 
the m em bers of the Board, and th at m eant 
th at they should be filed. T hey w ould 
then becom e a part of the records. 
Mr. Belcher said th at he attended the 
m eeting expecting, as Mr. Booth did, th at 
the routine work o f the Board w ould be 
perform ed, and th at this woDld be sim ply 
an ordinary m eeting. 
As charges have 
been presented he favored an early m eeting 
for their consideration. 
Mr. Shields said that was his idea, but he 
suggested that action m ight be taken w ith a 
view to m aking tho charges m ore specific 
as to tim e, place and circum stances, so that 
at the adjourned m eeting no tim e would 
be lost in the adjustm ent of prelim inaries, 
b u t the investigation could be proceeded 
w ith w ithout any unnecessary delay. 
Mr. Belcher did not believe th at the 
Board had any pow er to require an ything 
m ore than w hat was before it. 
T he inves­ 
tigation w ould sim ply go to w hat was pre­ 
sented. 
M r. Booth said that the charges had been 
presented, and if Mr. W allis saw fit to 
attack them because of their indefinite­ 
ness th at was another m atter, but this was 
purely a m onthly m eeting of the Board 
aud nothing else. 
Add. C. H inkson, representing th e Li­ 
brarian, said th at neither Mr. W allis nor 
his counsel had seen the charges th at had 
been sent to the m em bers of the Board. 
T hey had seen sim ply w hat had been pub­ 
lished in the new spapers. 
They had, how ­ 
ever, prepared a dem urrer to those charges, 
and offered to subm it it for the consider­ 
ation of th e Board. 
Mr. F r e i an said that the only question 
before th e Board was the m otion of Mr. 
Booth. 
Mr. Booth said th at it seem ed to him if 
there was anything in the nature of a de­ 
m urrer, it would be well to consider it, so 
th at tim e could be saved. 
W . H . Jordan, on behalf of Governor 
W aterm an, said that he appeared w ith Mr. 
Rodgers, as the Governor had been served 
w ith a letter from th e President o f the 
Board stating th at a m eeting w ould be 
held at this tim e for th e purpose of con­ 
sidering tlie charges. 
It appearing that 
this was a m eeting sim ply for the trans­ 
action of routine business, he did not sup­

a future date be fixed, w hen they will be 
taken up, and then the necessary pleadings 
can be interposed. 
Mr. H inkson said th at M r.W allis desired 
to interpose his dem urre to the alleged 
charges at this tim e, and he thought that 
th e dem urrer shonld be received an d con­ 
sidered now. 
If th e dem urrer was well 
taken, the charges could be am ended and 
the necessity of 
anoiher postponem ent 
w ould be avoided. 
W allis will waive the 
service oi any charges on him , for the p u r­ 
pose of this investigation. 
J. S. W allis, representing the Librarian, 
contended th at they had a perfect right to 
file a dem urrer. 
In that the Librarian had 
seen fit to waive the service of the charges 
upon him , he was in a position to dem ur. 
Mr. V.feinstock said th at both parties 
seem ed anxious for a speedy investigation. 
H e favored th e m otion of Mr. Booth, pro­ 
vided another m otion could be adopted 
th at the Board im m ediately reassem ble for 
the purpose of proceeding w ith the inves­ 
tigation. 
Mr. Booth said th at his idea was to ad­ 
jo u rn for about a week—say after the 1st— 
and to then investigate the charges. 
Mr. W einstock inquired of the attorneys 
for the prosecution if they were ready to 
present the charges. 
Mr. Jordan replied th at they were som e­ 
w hat in the dark w hen they cam e here, a ; 
they did not know w hat action would he 
taken by the Board. 
It had been said, he 
had understood, by one or m ore of the 
T ru stte , th at no action w ould be taken. 
T hey were not prepared to enter into the 
investigation, as their witnesses had not 
been sum m oned. T hey were w ithout wit 
nesses because they bad had no m eans of 
procuring process to secure their attend 
ance. 
They w ould be ready to proceed at 
any tim e w hen th e Board could again 
m eet for the purpose, but were not pre­ 
pared to proceed to-day. 
H e did not be­ 
lieve th at either party was prepared. 
Mr. B elcher inquired how m uch tim e 
w ould be needed for the prosecution to pre­ 
pare. 
. 
M r. Jordan said th at it was well know n 
that the Governor had requested th e Con­ 
troller to investigate the financial affairs of 
the Librarian, and th at that investigation 
was now being prosecuted. 
T he Governor 
had reason to believe th at the investigation 
w ould be concluded by this tim e, but from 
the thorough m anner in w hich it is being 
prosecuted it w ould require som esix weeks 
to conclude it. 
Mr. Belcher expressed him self as op­ 
posed to so long a delay. 
M r. Rodgers, representing th e prosecu­ 
tion, stated that the G overnor had presented 
this com plaint to this Board as the proper 
tribunal for the investigation, it being the 
body which had elected the Librarian, and 
the only one th at had the pow er to rem ove 
him from office. T he m atter had been pre­ 
sented here w ith the hope th at justice 
m ight be done. T he G overnor does not 
appear here as a public prosecutor, or in a 
private capacity. 
H e deem s it bis duty, 
under his oatli, to see th at the law s are 
faithfully executed aud th at officers prop­ 
erly perform th eir public duties. 
In pre­ 
senting these m atters to this Board he sim ­ 
ply asks a fair, full and ju st investigation. 
W hile the charges are in detail the proof 
w ill be definite, and 
he believes th at 
they will be fully established. We are now 
m et by an offered dem urrer, of w hich we ; 
have had no intim ation. 
A dem urrer is a : 
technical pleading in a m atter of this kind. 
If it is the desire of the Librarian to have ; 
a full and fair investigation, why not per- j 
niit th e Corrtrollerto com plete his research? j 
A proper investigation by the experts of the ‘ 
b o ik ; will t-k e tim e, and the experts have ' 
assured the G overnor th at a thorough ex­ 
‘ 
m ade in a lim ited 


bound w ithout consulting the State P rinter, 1 
M r. Cross cited th e law, and claim ed th at ' 
had the Librarian done otherw ise he w ould 
have yiolated the law. 
As to the charge 
of m isappropriating funds, the speaker 
claimed th at under th e law the Trustees, 
and not th e Librarian, had th e absolute 
control of the funds of the library, and that 
he could not be charged w ith any m isap­ 
propriation of them . 
Alt. Booth, in reply to Mr. Cross, denied 
th at the letters containing 
the charges 
w hich had lieen sent to the individual 
m em bers of the B oard were personal let­ 
ters. 
They were sent to the m em bers in 
th eir official capacities. 
Mr. Shields thought that no injustice 
w ould be done to the Librarian to tile the 
fetter as charges. 
T he letters were evi­ 
dently intended to serve as charges by the 
Governor. 
W e can receive them as charges 
in the sense th at a Court w ould receive a 
defective com plaint or indictm ent, aud 
after the proof is subm itted can act uoon it. 
M r. H inkson inquired if the adoption of 
the m otion of Mr. Booth w ould operate to 
preclude the present consideration of Mr. 
W allis’ dem urrer. 
Mr. B elcher thoVight a dem urrer in n pro­ 
ceeding ot this kind was useless. 
A de­ 
m urrer th at a com plaint doe; not s ate a 
canse of action is not good iu any Court; 
blit if am biguity is charged, that is another 
m atter. 
Iu this m atter he saw n o reason 
for a dem urrer, for if the charges wc-re not 
sustained no harm could come, 
i f the 
chargr s are giuim til, -s thev will ha disre­ 
garded. 
Mr. Rodgers, replying to Mr. Oros tb it in 
th e preferring of charges of th is charata er 
th e Governor stood precisely as a private 
citizen, and cited Section 380 of the P oliti­ 
cal Code. 
T he m o ion of Mr. Booth was p ut to the 
Board and it was carried by a vote of 
4 to I —M r. F reem an voting no. 
Mr. Jordan asked that th e C ontroller be 
perm itted to tak p to his office ihe vouchers 
for m oneys paid for the Library, and the 
m inutes and som e other books show ing the 
finance; of ihe Library. 
8tveral m em bers 
of the Board objected to the vouchers be­ 
ing perm ited to leave the Library, as they 
constituted the prim ary evidences th at the 
Board had of the expenditures th at had 
been m ade in the last six years. They 
were w illing th at full exam ination shonld 
be had of those docum ents in the Library, 
but som e ot the m em bers stated th at the 
C ontroller’s office was “ hostile,” and they 
preferred, as the distance between the 
offices of the Librarian aud the Controller 
was the sam e each way, th at the C ontroller 
could com e up to the Library. 
No objec­ 
tion was m ade to perm itting th e books of 
th e Library to be taken by the Controller. 
A paper was filed by counsel for the 
L ibrarian in the nature of a dem urrer and 
answ er to the charges.

more protection from the Fire Department. 
He referred to the burning of the valuable 
property at Twentieth ar.d 0 streets a few 
evenings since, which he said would not 
have been so complete had an engine 
been stationed in that 
part 
of 
the 
city. 
He 
also 
referred 
to 
the 
loss of the pottery a few evenings since, 
which could have been saved had there 
been an engine located in the neighb-r- 
hood of Twentieth street. Two years ago 
a hose-cart was put on Nineteenth and L 
streets. Since that time the population in 
that section has more than doubled. They 
are now virtually unprotected. The house 
burns to the ground before the engine can 
reach it. H e thought the Department, 
con.-idering that they had an extra engine, 
could afford to station it at the hose-house, 
on Nineteenth street, or some place in that 
vicinity, as the exigencies of the case de­ 
mand it. If the Department could not 
afford to spare tbe extra engine, then by all 
means purchase another, and give the tax­ 
payers such protection as they have a right 
to demand. Fresno, a city that covers less 
than half the area of Sacramento, pur­ 
chased two engines only a few days ago. 
We want an engine that can get to a fire 
in its iocipiencv, and not when i's embers 
is all that is left to mark the spot where a 
m an’s home formerly stood. If necessary 
to add a small am ount to the tax levy to 
secure the engine, then it should be done. 
He thought, however, the tax levy could 
rem ain as it was last season and raise 
funds sufficient, as the property-roll of the 
city had increased $2,000,000 in the past 
year, which was a good snowing for the 
city. 
Sir. Lichthardt also said that in addition 
to the engine asked for they desire some 
more flri-xlarm boxes. At present there 
are none east of Twentieth street, while 
that portion of the city is thickly settled as 
far out as Twenty-eighth. A house could 
burn down after it was discovered on tire 
before the owner could reach a box to turn 
in an alarm . 
Mr. Alsip—This is of serious moment. 
We consider that our homes are at stake.

this matter seriously, and we think by 
proper representation to the Trustees they 
will levy an additional am ount to the tax, 
if that is thought to be necessary. 
The 1’re.sident said the Board had been 
considering this matter for some time, 
and were fully aware of the necessities of 
the case. One of their engines was dis­ 
abled at present but was being repaired. 
His idea, lie said, would be to purchase an­ 
other and smaller engine, one that would 
throw a single stream. H e said there was 
$10,590 on band to run tbe Departm ent for 
the next four months, and lie thought 
there would be no difficulty in husbanding 
tbe funds of the Department sufficiently 
so as to be able to put an engine in tlie 
hose house at Nineteenth and L streets. 
We see the need of an engine in that por­ 
tion of the city and think we will be able 
to provide for it at soon as the one now 
undergoing repairs is turned out of the 
shops, or bv the 1st of February.

day went to Amy’s home and asked her 
mother to grant him an interview with the 
girl. 
Mrs. Cook consented, and

Hyams was conducted to the girl’s room 
and asked her if she kuew anything of the 
stolen property. 


THIS SHE STOUTLY DENIED. 
Mr. Hyams then told her, to frighten her, 
that she had been seen to leave his house 
by the back way on tbe day of the burg­ 
lary. At this sbe started, and for a few 
moments made no reply, but on being 
urged to answer, boldly informed Mr. H y­ 
ams that he was right, and that she was 
the guilty party. 
Being requested to de­ 
scribe how she entered the premises sbe 
said that she hud gone into the yard by tne 
alley entrance, and that she climbed into 
the house by tlie kitchen window, which 
she bad opened and propped up with a 
piece of kindling wood, tifie stated that 
she had disposed ot a portion of the jewelry 
by giving it to some children, and that she 
had secreted tbe diamond ring, purse, 
handkerchief and a pair of gloves in the 
cellar of the residence of F. Holtzhouser, 
who lives at 1013 1’ street, and had covered 
them with a gunny sack, on top of which 
she had placed an eqipty coal-oil can. She 
was then released from the chain with 
which she is confined at home, and al­ 
lowed to accompany Mr. Hvams to where 
the articles were hidden. They were found 
located exactly as described by tlie girl. 
Mr. Hyams then conducted Aniy lo her 
parents, and immediately imparted his 
newly-acquired information to District At­ 
torney Bruner. The Superior Court had 
adjourned, but on hearing these new facts 
JUDGE AP.MSTONG OPENED COURT 
And ordered Adams brought before him. 
Mr. Hyams was then sworn and his state­ 
ment, as here related, was taken down by 
the 
Court reporter. 
Judge 
Armstrong 
questioned Adams regarding his knowl­ 
edge of the crime, but he stoutly protested 
his innocence and said that it was not nec­ 
essary for him to steal, as he had ability to 
earn an honest living, which he had always 
done. In accordance with the facts thiis 
developed, Judge Armstrong 
made an 
order releasing him from custody and dis­ 
missing tbe charge against him . At this 
Adams shed tears of joy, for he informed 
the Court that though he knew he was 
innocent, yet the circumstancial evidence 
seemed so strong against him that he had 
made up his mind he must suffer im pris­ 
onment as a felon.

their temperature a b o v e the external air; 
the higher the heat the more rapidly it 
passes away. 
Large quantities of heat 
escape through the thin gloss windows. 
Window-panes radiate the heat outward, 
and it is conducted -.way by the external 
air.

TO BIG CP BABYLON. 


A n E x p e d itio n to E x p lo r e t h e S ite o f t h e 
A n c ie n t C ity . 
During the past week Dr. Peters has 
been active in raising the necessary funds 
for the proposed Babylonian expedition, 
which is to start about the beginning of 
the vear. 
T he greater part of the $30,000 
needed has been subscribed, and eomjie- 
tent men are now being looked for to un­ 
dertake the work under the direction of 
Dr. Peters. 
The original plan was to pro­ 
ceed immediately toSepharvaium or Perse- 
polis, and begin excavations there, but it 
is the opinion of Dr. H ilprecht, the em i­ 
nent Assyrian specialist, that the expedi­ 
tion should proceed 
first to Babylonia 
itself, since the Assyrian culture and civ il­ 
ization was only an offshoot of the Baby­ 
lonian, the latter having been of much 
greater importance in the study of history 
and science. 
It is probable that this sug­ 
gestion w ill somewhat modify the plans of 
Dr. Peters. 
The expedition is entirely 
under the auspices of the U niversity of 
Pennsylvania, 
and is 
to he composed 
mostly of Philadelphia assvnologisls and 
scientists. 
Resides the excavations, exten­ 
sive measurements 
and trigonometrical 
calculations will be made for the sake of 
laying out an accurate areha-ological map 
of that region of Babylonia which has 
hitherto been but little explored. Any val­ 
uable discoveries that may be made will 
belong to the University, and if the expe­ 
dition should be successful Philadelphia 
would thus become possessed of a collec­ 
tion of archieological treasure which can 
only be surpassed by that of the British 
Museum. The personnel of the expedition 
is not yet known. 
Dr. H ilprecht’s thor­ 
ough knowledge of Assyrian literature, 
and his well-known ability in the deci­ 
phering of cuneiform writing, entitles him, 
in the opinion of those connected with the 
university, to a plaee of honor on the ex ­ 
pedition. 
Dr. Pepper lias expressed the 
hope that Dr. H ilpreeht will he one of the 
memliers of the expedition, and it is very 
probable that he will l>e one of those ap- 
¡•ointed to direct matters from home.

French is by J. fionino and H elen S. Co- 
nant. 
C harnav was intrusted originally 
by th e M inister of Public Instruction ol 
France w ith the task of m aking a special 
study of ancient A m erican civilizations. 
T he result of his researches is stated by 
him self in a very few words. 
“ T he dem ­ 
onstration th at these ancient civilizations 
had but one and th e sam e origin—th a t they 
were Toltec aud com paratively m odern." A 
very interesting introduction to th e volum e 
is from the pen of A llen T horndyke Hice, 
editor of th e .Vurth American Review. 
In 
it he refers to the C harnay expedition as 
one that received strong support in th e 
United States, and w hich enriched the 
m useum s oi Paris and W ashington w ith 
valuable collections. 
T he expedition was 
dispatched by th e 
French and U nited 
States G overnm ents, an d th e expense borne 
bv the latter and by Pierre t.oril’ard, who 
was th e original prom oter of th e jo in t en ­ 
terprise. T his generosity by an A m erican 
am i th e indefatigable w ork of a French ex­ 
plorer, says Mr. llice, have brought w ithin 
every-day reach of civilization th e most 
im portant and instructive relics o f an 
A m erican race, not so ancient as m any 
have supposed, bu t still possessed of pro­ 
found interest. 
It is im possible for us to 
speak of this w ork here as we w ould like 
to do. 
No brief reference can give any 
adequate idea of its richness of revelation 
in detail. 
C harnay has so w ritten th at he 
can ho easily understood, and for the very 
purpose of clearness he has adopted the 
dual form for his book of a journal as well 
a3 scientific account. T he volum e is richly 
illustrated and very profusely, and printed 
in large clear type on a fine quality of 
heavy paper. 
It is our purpose to refer to 
this work hereafter in a m anner som ew hat 
approaching th e character of review to 
w hich its value entitles it. 
From Sam uel Carson & Co.. San F ra n ­ 
cisco, we have th eir publication of Kev. 
Dr. S. H . W illey’s long expected and wel­ 
com e w ork, "A H istory of the College of 
C alifornia.” 
It is a large and handsom ely 
printed volum e and a credit to the pub­ 
lishers. 
Dr. W illey has done his work 
well, and presented a book oí local educa­ 
tional history of high value, and that will 
increase in im portance as tim e advances. 
T he College of California as the pioneer of 
th e State U niversity occupies ap lace in our 
history th at is large and im portant, but the 
story of its genesis and grow th and of the 
founding of the U niversity has never been 
told fully or rounded out, u n til this vol­ 
um e appeared. 
Dr. W illey has crystal­ 
lized all essential facts in concise state­ 
m ents, has arranged the historical data in 
orderly manner,* and illustrated his book 
w ith such rem iniscences, personal recol­ 
lections and official docum ents, together 
w ith speeches, orations, resolutions, ros­ 
ters, etc , as m akes his work com plete in 
every detail. T he volum e sells at $-1.

The committee in charge of the Placer 
•MUnty citrus exhibit at Los Angeles pub- 
lislied the following in the evening Exprci* 
of that city, on the 27tli instant: 
The citrus fruit 
exhibit of Plarer 
county in Los Angeles has attracted so 
much attention from visitors from all parts 
of the world, anil so many questions have 
been asked the author of this article about 
the thermal fruit belt of the county, it is 
thought advisable to answer through the 
press, as 1 icing the only way in which all 
interested parties can obtain the informa­ 
tion desired. 
Placer county is bounded on the north 
and west hv Bear river, on the south and 
east by the American river and Lake 
Tahoe, and but for a short distance where 
it joins the State of Nevada, through 
which the Central Pacific Railroad passes 
into the State, it is almost entirely sur­ 
rounded by water. 
It is about 100 miles 
long by from 10 to 30 miles wide, and 
is in fact a long ridge lying between two 
rivers. 
It is in regard to the citrus belt of 
the county we now write, where there are 
at least Í00,000 acres of land adapted to 
the successful and profitable growing of 
oianges. 
In these river gorges the cold air 
settles during the night, displacing the 
warm air accumulated in the day, which 
spreads itself over the higher land between 
the rivers, thus exempting it from damag­ 
ing frosts. 
Orange trees that have been 
growing in this section for 20 years have 
never failed to produce yearly croj s of 
fruit. 
There is no scale or insect pests of 
•any kind that affect the orange or olive 
trees of Placer county. The fruit ripens 
in high perfection and at no part of the 
State at an earlier period. 
At the citrus 
fair held a year ago at Sacramento, Placer 
took the first five prizes over all compet­ 
ing counties of the State, and at the State 
and Mechanics’ Institute fairs for several 
years, Placer county has taken first prize 
in every instance over all competitors. 
To the party proposing to engage in 
fruit culture there are four conditions 
necessary to be considered, the absence of 
either of which would make the enterprise 
extremely hazardous: 
First, the 
land 
must be adapted to the growing of fruit. 
Professor Ililgard, analyzing the soil of 
Placer county, says: 
“The whole charac­ 
ter of the soil is such as to insure a high 
quality of fruits adapted to the climate. 
Second, the selection of fruits best suited to 
the soil that grow and mature in high ex­ 
cellence. Third, water must be liad in 
abundance that can be relied upon with 
positive certainty during the dry months 
of July and August, when most needed. 
There are three sources of supply, either 
of which is sufficient for all purposes of 
irrigation for many years to come, that can 
be had as needed. 
The fourth and last 
thing to be considered is the profitable 
marketing of the fruit, anil this is of as 
much importance as all others. The aver­ 
age price at which peaches have this year 
been sold at the home depots is 75 cents 
per l>ox of twenty-five pounds each, while 
the average net price paid to the producer 
in San Francisco has lieen only 35 cents 
per box. 
From the town of Newcastle 
this season has been shipped, of deciduous 
fruits, in quantity amounting to more than 
500 carloads of 20,000 pounds each. 
This 
fruit has all been sold on orders, buyers 
paying freight and all expenses of trans­ 
portation, and taking all risks of the fruit 
[reaching them in condition. 
Shippers 
¡also assert that they have been unable to 
fill half the orders sent to them for l’lacer 
county fruits, even at higher prices than 
those paid to any other section, while 
the demand 
from 
the 
near markets 
have been so great that 
little fruit 
has this year 
been 
sent beyond the 
Missouri river. The Central Pacific Rail­ 
road enters ttiis county near Sacramento, 
and passes through its entire length of 
nearly 100 miles. The California and Or­ 
egon Railroad leaves the Central Pacific at 
Roseville, in this county, on which our 
fruits can be shipped to Oregon, Washing­ 
ton Territory, British Columbia and east­ 
ward over all northern routes. 
It is the 
custom now for all thrifty orchardists to 
pick their fruit in the early morning when 
the fruit is cool—take it to packing houses, 
where it is carefully wrapped and placed in 
boxes, when in the evening it is put on the 
passing trains bound for the East, and in a 
few hours, while it is yet fresh, it passes 
into the frigid regions of the high Sierras, 
thence into the still colder State of Ne­ 
braska, when it is practically refrigerated 
before decay begins, and will keep In good 
condition several day longer than any fruit 
that must necessarily be kept at least 
twenty-four hours longer in the valley 
heat before it passes from the State, that 
is grown in any other section. This is a 
matter of very great importance as affect­ 
ing profit on deciduous fruits. 
The people oi Los Angeles voluntarily 
say that tiie Placer county oranges now on 
exhibition in their city are verv superior, 
and because of there being no scale or in­ 
sect pest of any kind affecting them, their 
growing must be a success. 
The extremely low prices at which land 
can now be bought m the citrus belt of 
Placer county offers an extraordinary op­ 
portunity for men of capital to invest in 
fruit lands that, ¡e the opinion of good 
judges, will appreciate to many times their 
present value within a few years. 
It is 
now owned by stockmen, and used for pas­ 
ture or grain raising, from whom it can be 
bought on most favorable terms.

Som e I n te re s tlii£ D a ta a s to Workin 
th e S y stem in England. 
The renewed discussion of the subject of 
postal telegraph}' will call attention to the 
Government system which lias been estab­ 
lished in Great Britain, and which cannot 
be said’to be any longer an experiment. 
Several Congressman are searching for in­ 
formation as to the practical working of 
that system, and they have not been 
wholly successful in their search. 
The 
report of the 
Postmaster-General 
for 
Great Britain for the current fiscal year 
has just been received in Washington, and 
contains much that will, undoubtedly, 
prove of interest to those who intend to in­ 
vestigate this question during the coming 
session of Congress. The passage which 
relates to the relations o f the telegraph to 
the Government is as follows: 
“ The first complete financial year dur­ 
ing which the reduced rates for inland tele­ 
grams were in operation, expired on the 
31st of March, aud it is interesting to note 
the cfléct ujion the number of messages 
and upon the revenue. Separating the 
ordinary inland messages sent in that 
period from railway, press, official and for- 
eigu telegrams, who are- not affected by the 
reduced rate, and of which there wereovef 
10.000.000, it appears that the number o 
messages dispatched was 40,137,175 in 
1886-7, compared with a total of 30,087,869 
in 1885-6, and that the revenue produced 
was £1,354,870, as compared with £1,227,­ 
606 in the previous year, showing a growth 
of over 10,000,000, or 33 per cent, in tiic 
number of messages, and over £77,000, or 
6 per cent, in the revenue. 
This compari­ 
son, however, is not strictly fair, as the 
year 1885-6 continued six months at the 
one-shilling rate. 
A more accurate com­ 
parison may be afforded by taking the last 
six months of 1885-6 and the correspond­ 
ing six months of 1S86-7. 
This shows an 
increase of 2,333,745 in the number of 
messages, or 14 per cent., and of £75,670 
in amount, or 13 per cent. 
The London 
local messages alone show an increase of 
50 per cent., the total number being about 
3.800.000. 
“ Notwithstanding the rapid and satis­ 
factory growth of the telegraph business, 
the expenses of the service far exceed the 
receipts, and the deficit, after including 
the interest payable for the capital bor­ 
rowed, amounts to £469,840. 
The follow­ 
ing table shows the deficit for each year 
for seven years:

“ New 
telegraph 
offices 
have been 
opened at 232 postoflices throughout the 
United Kingdom, and, including 1,542 
railway station offices, 
there are now 
6,514 public telegraph offices. 
Copper 
wire of the weight of 150 pounds per mile 
has been used with marked success, and by 
this means a rate of 450 words a minute 
has been attained, as compared to a rate of 
350 words a minute on iron wire. 
The 
use of copper wire is likely to be advan­ 
tageous as enabling a greater amount of 
work to be got out of the plant, and as 
possibly avoiding the necessity of costly 
relay stations.” 
The telegraphs were purchased by a 
loan of a capital sum of £10,880,671, of 
which the annual interest 
charged is 
£326,471. 
It will be seen from this state­ 
ment that, even in a country of so narrow 
geographical limits as England, the Gov­ 
ernment telegraph is conducted at a loss.— 
Electrical Review. 


H ig h L icen se N ot a F ra u d . 
Ex-Governor St. John of Kansas never 
uttered a greater untruth that when he 
said recently that “ high license was a 
fraud.” 
When the Crosby bill was before 
the legislature last winter the Wine and 
Spirit Review, in opposing it, published a 
table showing that the higher the license 
the fewer the saloons. 
It showed, for in­ 
stance, that in 
Baltimore, where 
the 
license fee was 850, there was one saloon 
to every 115 inhabitants; that in St. Paul, 
where the license fee was $100, there was 
one saloon to every 221 persons; in In­ 
dianapolis. fee $200, and one saloon to 
every 288 ;>ersons, and in Omaha, where 
the license was $1,000, but one saloon to 
every 426 persons. 
We need not go away from our own 
State to ascertain the result of high license. 
In 1866 a high license law for New York 
and Brooklyn was passed by the Legisla­ 
ture of the State, and under it the receipts 
for license in New York city and Brooklyn 
rose from less than §10,000 in 1866 to over 
§2,600,000 in 1867. 
During the thirteen 
months in which this law was in force the 
number of saloons in these two cities was 
reduced from 9,370 to 6,845. 
The effect 
of high license in Ohio, Minnesota and Il­ 
linois is well known. 
Statistics have re­ 
peatedly been given to demonstrate that 
the number of saloons has invariably di­ 
minished as the licenses have been in­ 
creased. 
Even in the largest cities the 
law has been effective in this respect. Yet 
St. John and those who follow iiim insist 
on their folly in demanding prohibition 
and nothing else, when prohibition as the 
people feel at present, is impracticable 
and impossible. 
The most sensible expression that we 
have heard in many years is that of ex­ 
Governor Myron II. Clark, who was elected 
Governor of this State on the temperance 
issue, aud is the only man ever elected to 
an important office by the Prohibitionists 
of the State. 
lie has said repeatedly dur­ 
ing the past year that he has chang’ed his 
belief in reference to the Prohibition move­ 
ment, and that lie now upholds high license 
and high tax as the best method of ad­ 
vancing the cause of temperance. 
If the 
Legislature will do its duty this winter 
the friends of temperance will have no 
reason to complain and St. John will find 
few followers in this State.— Albany (¿V. 1’.)

A n A m e ric a n A p p re n tic e S y stem . 
Colonel 
Richard 
T. Auchmuty, the 
founder of the New York Trade Schools, 
on First avenue, Sixtv-Sevcnih and Sixty- 
eighth streets, read a paper recently before 
the Polytechnic Section of the American 
I no-'¡ lute on “ An American Apprentice 
System.” 
After referring to the decay of the old 
apprentice system, caused by the sub­ 
division of labor and the inability of the 
master mechanic to bestow much personal 
care on the apprentice, ii was argued that 
the only method by which it was possible 
to train American mechanics who could 
compete with foreign workmen was a com­ 
bination of the trade school with real 
work. 
The trade school first to gain skill 
and acquire what is now in danger of being 
forgotten, the knowledge of the science on 
which trade is based, then real work to 
gain speed of execution and skill. To ap­ 
ply, in short, the same system of education 
to the trades as is now followed in the pro­ 
fessions. 
Colonel Auchmuty maintained that this 
was “ no paper plan, devised in a study,” 
but it was the result of the ^experience 
gained while instructing over une thousand 
young men at the New York trade schools, 
many of whom were now earning three 
or four dollars p. r day, and some of whom 
were master mechanics. 
Excellent speci­ 
mens of plumbing work, of wood carving 
and stone cutting », -re exhibited, the result 
of one reason's instruction. 
Attention was 
also called to a large west side apartment 
house, the brick woxk of which was done 
almost entirely by tra-le school graduates.
